The harsh accusations 
were levelled Wednesday by 
Canadian Police Association 
president Phil Jamieson In 


support of the guards' stand 
against Job cuts. 

Jamieson, also president of 
the Saanich Police Associa¬ 
tion and the B.C. Police Asso¬ 
ciation. said the information 
contained in his charges 
came out of the Ottawa con¬ 


vention of the Union of Soliei 
tor-Genergl Employees at the 
end of September and was 
repeated during his subse 
queni tour of Kingston Peni¬ 
tentiary. 

He said it was common 
know ledge among those con- 


lerned and was something 
that had only become preva 
lent in the last year or so. 

"The morale (of the 
guards) is at the danger 
point.” Jamieson said during 
an interview 

His association met at Que¬ 


bec City the week before the 
guards met and both groups 
have since come out in strong 
support of each other's 
goals. 

The guards and their fellow 
emplo.vees. for instance, 
have adopted the police as.so- 


clalion's campaign for a re¬ 
turn of capital punishment 
and will also pour money Into 
an advertising drive that is to 
be conducted during the next 
federal election campaign.

■Starting around 19»1. property taxes will 
have to zoom sky-high to pick up the trans¬ 
portation deficit which Municipal Affairs 
Minister Hugh Curtis has dumped on the 
regions, members of the Capital Region 
Board were told Wednesday. 

First impact on regional residents Is ex¬ 
pected next spring when the newly creat¬ 
ed Urban Transit Authority hopes to have 
first agreements with the regional gov¬ 
ernments for operation of transit systems. 

At that stage, a three-cent-a-gallon gaso¬ 
line tax will be needed to pick up the re¬ 
gion's share of operating deficits. 

When that will no longer cover regional

vuntrlbulions. an equal amount w ill be added 
to B.C. Hydro bills as a surcharge. 

After that. It will be up to the property- 
owner to foot the bill for deficits 

As Capital Region Board Chairman Janies 
. Campbell explains It. "Deficits are ex¬ 
pected to increase rapidly, the gasoline lax 
and Hydro surcharge are fixed and will 
remain almost thd same, and the proWncial 
government's share Is decreasing. We have 


btjen told that our Iasi source ol revenue Is 
the property lax. 

"Everything mitigates against the prop 
eiiy-owncr who is already committed and 
over-cummitled to other kinds of ser¬ 
vices. " 

The more efficient the service, the greater 
the deflcils. Victoria Aid. Murray Glazier 
told board members, but in any case B.C. 
H.vdro's transit deficits had been Increas¬ 
ing by 27 per cent a year. 


Under provincial legislation, all of B.C. 
Hydro's rolling stock will be turned over 
to the authority, which is a crown corpora 
tion. At this stage, no one has said how 
much the authority w ill pay for the buses. 

The region and the authority will then 
enter Into an agreement setting out the 
boundaries of the serv ice area, which the 
authority has suggc'sted should exclude the 
Gulf Islands, while the Capital Region Board 
wants to cover the entire region. 

Next step will be a three-party contract 
for operation of the transit services, and 
for the first year at least. B.C. Hydro will be 
Ihe operator. This agreement will include 
service schedules and fare levels.

The news conference was 
held at the Empress Hotel 
following Nielsen's opening 
remarks to a national sympo¬ 
sium on shoreline manage¬ 
ment. which concludes today. 


with bus excursions and boat 
tours Friday. 

The symposium is spon 
sored by Ihe Canadian Coun¬ 
cil of Re.source and Environ¬ 
ment Ministers. Nielsen is 
this year's CCREM presi¬ 
dent. 

As the symposium began, 
about DO demonstrators In 
front of Ihe Empress carried 
signs asking for Nielsen's 
resignation as environment 
minister, claiming that he 
had opened the doors for ad¬ 
ditional industrial develop 


ment on the Cowichan es¬ 
tuary. 

Nielsen told reporters he 
would meet with demonstra¬ 
tors if they called his of¬ 
fice and made an appoint¬ 
ment. 

One of the demonstrators. 
Cowichan Estuary Preserva¬ 
tion .Society spokesman Ann 
Holden of Duncan, said In an 
interview that she was not 
surprised Nielsen refused to 
go outside to see them be¬ 
cause "he doesn't answer our 
letters." 

.Some of the signs carried 


by demonstrators said: 
"Nielsen should be fired." 
"Release all task force re¬ 
ports.” and "I don't know- 
why he picked me—1 don’t 
know anything about the en¬ 
vironment—James Nielsen. 
Minister of Ihe Environ¬ 
ment.” 

Demonstrators included 
unionists. . conservationists. 
woiAen's groups and rate¬ 
payers from Ihe Greater Vic¬ 
toria and Duncan-Cow'Ichan 
areas. 

Nielsen told the news enn- 
forence that "Industrial de-

velopmeni can be compatible 
with Ihe environment if pro¬ 
perly rnanafM.” noting that 
there was already industrial 
development on Ihe Cowi¬ 
chan estuary. 

Asked if he were opposed 
to any further development 
on the estuary. Nielsen said 
it depended on whal was 
meant by further develop 
mcni.

Dollar 

feeling 

buoyant 


MONTREAL (CP) — A 
mild wave of profit taking by 
speculators Wednesday- 
buoyed the Canadian dollar 
back above the tw-cent (U.S.) 
mark for an entire day of 
trading for the first time this 
week. 

The dollar closed at M.sO 
U.S. cents on Ihe Inter bank 
wholesale market, up nearly 
one-eighth of a cent from 
Tuesday's close of H4.39. 

This slight recovery- came 
as the U.S. dollar slumped oh 
International money markets 
against gold and other major 
currencies. 

The Canadian currency 
came back from a battering 
earlier this week, when it hit 
a 45-ycar low twice. 

But Ihe trend reversed it¬ 
self sharply Tuesday and 
continued Wednesday as 
speculators, mainly on Chi¬ 
cago's international mone¬ 
tary market, rushed to make 
a profit by buying Canadian 
dollars with U.S. currency 


Chretien backs down 
on economic outlook 


OTTAWA (CP)-Flnance 
Minister Jean Chretien drew 
back from two of his eco- ' 
nomic predictions Wednes¬ 
day. saying the country- 
might fall short of the $4-bil- 
lion trade surplus and the 
four-per-cent growth rale he 
had been forecasting. 

He told an impromptu new-s 
t-onference Ihpl the govern¬ 
ment planned no change in its 
economic policy, but there 
could be day-to-day modifica¬ 
tion in its tactics to defend 
the dollar on world currency 
markets. He said such flexi¬ 
bility was necessaryrto slay a 
few steps ahead of currency- 
traders and International 
speculators. 

Chretien said the govern¬ 
ment was concerned about 
the low- international value of 
the Canadian dollar, but re¬ 
pealed that no drastic 
move—such as exchange 
controls or seeking a loan 
from the Inlemalional Mone¬ 
tary- Fund—was being con¬ 
templated. 

He said be might be forced 
to revise his estimate of the 
government's cash require¬ 


ments for Ihe year. Chretien 
has promised Ihe govern¬ 
ment's year-end requirement 
will not exceed tl2 billion, but 
Opposition Leader Joe Clark 
has said tbe deficit might run 
as high as tik billion. 

Chretien defenddU Ihe gov¬ 
ernment's use of $4.3 billion 
of its official reserves so far 
this vear to defend the Cana¬ 


dian dollar, saying people 
had the mistaken impression 
that the government was 
using up dollars from the 
treasury when it dipped Into 
its foreign reserves to buy up 
Canadian dollars abroad. 

"We aren't losing tpe 
money. We are only convert¬ 
ing it from one currency to 
another.” 


LIBERALS SLIDE 
4 POINTS IN POLL 

TORONTO (UP!) — Prime Minister Trudeau's Liberal 
ttovemment has, lost considerable voter support and now 
trails the Conservatives in all provinces but (Quebec, a public 
opinion survey reported Wednesday. 

The Ton>nto<ba.sed Gallup orKanization said Liberal 
support in sSeptember dropped four percentage points 
among decided voters, while the main opposition parlies 
picked up the Liberals’ lost points. 

According to the poll, the Liberals received It percent of 
the vote, compared with 4ft percent in the August sursey. 
The Consenatives — who have trailed the Liberals since 
May when they ran even — registered 3H percent, up three 
percent. The New Democratic Party took 17 percent, a rise 
of two percent. 


"Such is the potential for 
abuse of authority inherent 
in so many di.scretionary 
powers that Ihe members of 
the legal profession must hi* 
on the alert constantly for 
any subversion of the individ- 
ual's rights.” Blais said. 

He told of a study identi¬ 
fying some Ift.UtK) discretiun- 
ao' powers granted govern¬ 
ment and bureaucrats, and 
spoke of threats to rights in 
proliferation of government 
boards. commission.s and ad¬ 
ministrative tribunals. 

"When the slate intersenes 
through legislation, it often 
infringes upon basic human 
rights,” he told University of 
Ottawa law students. 

"The slate endeavors to 
protect its citizens colleiL- 
tively, but often at the ex¬ 
pense of the citizen’s absolute 
freedom—a very difficult 
sacrifice to make. 

"... Future lawyers can 
not remain indifferent to this 
situation, for it brings the 
ver>’ foundations of our so* 
ciety Into question,” 

He said increa.sing num¬ 
bers of citizens found they 
had u> contend with adminis¬ 
trative bodies. 

"Unfortunately, w hether or 
not justice is actually done 
before these boards and irl 
.bunals, the appearance of 
justice is often missing be¬ 
cause apparent checks on the 
abuse of the individual's civil 
rights are not as much ip 
evidence as they are in crimi¬ 
nal proceedings.” 

The result of such decisions 
might b(> as severe a.s sanc¬ 
tions under the Criminal 
Code, he iaid. »

ST. LOUIS (LTD — The FBI Wednes 
day night announced the arrest of two 
men on charges they conspired to steal 
a nuclear submarine from the navy in a 
plot that included the possibility of fir¬ 
ing missiles at New London. Conn., during 
the getaway. 

Roy Klager. special agent In charge of 
Ihe FBI office In St. Louis, identified the 
suspects as Edward J. Mendenhall. 24. a 
life Insurance company employee' from 
' Rochester. N.Y.. and Kurtis J. Schmitt, 
a 22-year-old carjlet cleaner formerly from 
St. Louis and now- living in Kansas City. 

Klager said a fugitive warrant was Issued 
lor a third suspect in the case. James W. 
Cosgrdve. 26. of Ovid. N.Y. 


The FBI said the three men were accused 
of conspiring to steal the navy submarine 
USS Trepang. ba.'^ at New London. 

The FBI refused to say whether the 
missile that might have been launched 
^during the getaway would have been nuclear 
or conventional. However, the Trepang is 
known to be equipped with nuclear mis¬ 
siles. 

Klager said Mendenhall. .Schmitt and 
Cosgrove met with an undercover FBI 
agent last month in New- York. 

-'They explained their plan to train a 
12-man crew- to steal the submarine . . . and 
lake It to a destination In the Atlantic Ocean, 
where it would be turned over to a purchas¬ 
er.” Klager said In a statement. 

Klager refused to say who the prospective 


purchaser was or to identify the purchaser's 
nationality. 

In New Haven. Conn., the FBI said at least 
20 agents had been working on the case since 
August In St. Louis. Washington and New- 
Haven. as well as other FBI offices which 
developed leads. 

"The documentation was there for us to 
believe they were serious — more serious 
then we were when we first heard it. " 
Bernard Feeney, the assistant special agent 
In charge of Connecticut operations said 
Wednesday night. 

Could the plot have worked'.' "No.” he 
said. 

"We had the coverage to prevent overt 
action,” Feeney said. "The FBI knew the 
identity and alerted the appropriate subma 


nne commanders" In addition, he said. 
"We had a man close enough .so he could 
w ork undercover" 

The FBI said Cosgrove gave the un 
dercover agent a written plan which de¬ 
scribed an attempt to board Ihe submarine 
from a another vessel. 

"They intended to use plastic explosives to 
sink (the vessel) in the New London harbor 
to create confusion and block other vessels." , 
Klager said . "They then would board Ihe 
Trepang. kill Ihe crew members on board 
and steam out of New London harbor" 

He said to create a diversion and to 
cover the flight, several alternatives were 
mentioned, "including firing one of the sub's 
missilos at New London or, alternatively, on 
one of several principal east coast cities"

cost 'iharing fomult and will 
pay n per cent of the annual 
operating deficit In 1179. 
dropping to 61 per cent within 
five years. 

Figures compiled by re¬ 
gional transit planner David 
Langley show that within two 
or three years, depending on 
the level of service and fares, 
the gasoline and Hydro taxes 
will no longer cover costs, 
and property taxes will have 
to pick up the tab. 

"At that stage," Glazier 
said in an interview, "the 
municipalities will be In the 
position where tO cents of 
every dollar deficit has to be 
covered by property taxes. 
That will have the taxpayers 
reeling under the impact and

the only way they can escape 
some of the consequences is 
to reduce services or raise 
tbe fares.” 

Glazier said It was impor¬ 
tant that additional sources 
of revenue be negotiated with 
the provincial government so 
that property owners didn't 
have to pick up the tab for all 
deficits above a certain 
level. 

Campbell felt that there 
should be a ceiling on the 
amount to come from prop¬ 
erty. Other amounts could 
come from gasoline and 
Hydro surcharges, and he felt 
that perhaps the regions 


should be able to vary that 
amount. 

After that, he said, the 
province bore a responsi¬ 
bility to pay from general 
revenue. 

If general use of the per¬ 
sonal automobile continued 
to increase, he said, at some 
stage the province would 
have u> start paying for more 
roads and other facilities in 
order to cope with that traf¬ 
fic. 

"If the community recog¬ 
nizes a responsibility to pro¬ 
vide some alternative to the 
personal automobile as a 
means of transportation, then 
I think the provincial govem- 
mont should accept that as a 


Smith gets U.S. visa 


Rhodesian Prime Minister 
Ian Smith and black moder¬ 
ate members of his govern¬ 
ment have been grantefl 
visas that will allow them to 
lake their case to the L'nited 
.States. 

They are to travel to Wash¬ 
ington at the invitation of 27 
U.S. senators. 

• In Salisbury, govern¬ 
ment officials halM tbe 
\isas as a victory for Smith 
and a defeat for their ene¬ 
mies within the Carter ad¬ 
ministration. "This will give 
us an excellent chance of get¬ 
ting our case across to tbe 
people of the United States," 
said Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole, 


one of three black moderates 
who sit on Smith's ruling ex¬ 
ecutive council. 

• In London, British For¬ 
eign Minister David Owen 
said it is doubtful President 
Carter would begin a peace 
initiative for Rhodesia as he 
did for the Middle East. Owen 
said he felt Carter would also 
press Smith to agree to all¬ 
parties negotiations. 

• And in Lusaka, Zambian 
President Kenneth Kaunda 
has sent senior envoys to key 
black states amid indications 
that he Is seeking to revive 
stalled peace efforts on Rho¬ 
desia. 

U..S. SUte SecreUry Cyrus 
Vance said Wednesday, after 


learning the visas had been 
granted, that he will use the 
opportunity to ask Smith 
whether he is willing to par¬ 
ticipate in an all-parties con¬ 
ference on the future of Rho¬ 
desia. 

"I think if we are to find a 
solution it is essential that we 
do bold an all parties confer¬ 
ence,” Vance told reporters. 

Andrew Young. American 
ambassador to the UN, said 
granting the visas “is a lux¬ 
ury we can afford in our free 
society.” 

But he predicted that the 
results of the trip would not 
be good for Smith, particu- 
lary when be Is expo^ to the 
grilling from a free press.

fur each of their 40.000 mem¬ 
bers and the solicitor general 
employees expect to raise an¬ 
other OUI.OOO in the same 
manner from their 12.000 
members. Prison guards 
make up about 8.000 of. that 
number, with the other 4.000 
filling mostly civilian roles 
with the corrections service. 
KCMP, the National Parole 
Board, ministry of justice 
and ministry of solicitor gen¬ 
eral. The union is a compo¬ 
nent of the Public Service 
Alliance of Canada, the third 
largest union in the country. 

Jamieson, a special speak¬ 
er at the union's convention, 
pledged the support of the 
police association in the fight 
against cutbacks that have 
been listed as 400 man years. 
It is part of Ottawa's cost- 
cutting campaign. 

"We will do whatever we 
<'an to see that these cutbacks 
do not occur,” Jamieson told 
the convention. "Frankly, I 
think I have the solution. I 
bi'Ileve we should make the 
biggest penitentiary on Par¬ 
liament Hill. All we have got 
to do is build a wall around it. 
and I think things would look 
after themselves." 

Jamieson said during the 
interview his charges con¬ 
cerning what is happening 
inside the prison walls should 
make it clear there is a need 
fur adequate security. Job 
cuts would worsen an already 
dangerous situation, he said. 

He said planned layoffs 
would involve a group about 
half the size of Vancouver's 
9a0-man police force, "or as 
big as the Saanich force four 
times over.” 

"Lobster tails and steaks 
are being fed to some lifers.” 
Jamieson said. "There are 
clubs in some of the prisons 
that are bonafide clubs. They 
are made up of lifers and this 
is what they are fed. It's 
something which has really 
developed during the last 
year.”

He said Donald Yeomens, 
commissioner of penitentiary 
services, was asked abodt' 
this during the solicitor-gen¬ 
eral employees convention 
and that his answer was: 
"They (inmates) are in there 
for a long time." 

Jamieson was unable to 
say how often the lifers ac¬ 
tually dine on such top-notch 
food. 

"But I'm told the amount of 
food given is something the 
average family can't afford 
for Its members.” 

In dealing with his accusa¬ 
tion about the much less ap¬ 
petizing type of meal. Jamie¬ 
son said: 

"The inmates cook for the 
staff and each other. There 
have been incidents involv¬ 
ing this food where there 
have been drugs, mice, pubic 
hair, and little metal hooks 
placed in it. 

"They're usually hooks 
with a siting attached. The 
idea is that when you discov¬ 
er a piece of string in your 
food you go to pull it out of 
your mouth and the hook 
calched and rips your 
throat.” 

Asked how many cases of 
injury bad been reported, Ja¬ 
mieson said: "They usually 
find the object first.” 

He also referred to other 
unmentionable object which 
he said were found in the 
food. 

A.sked what proof there was 
of:this, he said: "It's a na¬ 
tional concern — coast to 
coast. And it's also of concern 
to other Inmates. If one In¬ 
mate doesn't like another and 
wants to gel him, this can 
be the way. 

"This is just one of the rea¬ 
sons why staff cutbacks 
would be ludicrous. It takes 
security people to watch what 
is going on in the kitchen.” 

He said security officers 
were needed in adequate

Glazier said the amount of 
deficit would depend on the 
fares, routes and level of ser¬ 
vice, but If a middle course 
was taken, then in 1979 the 
regional share of tbe deficit 
would be $2 million, rising to 
513 million in 10 years. 

"The main point is the rate 
at which these deficits in- 
crea.se.” he said. A deficit of 
53 million in 1982 would dou¬ 
ble hi four years to 519 mil¬ 
lion. But sources of reve¬ 
nue from gasoline and hydro 
were projected to increase 
only slightly, and that de¬ 
pended on the amount of 
gasoline people bought and 
whether that increas^. After 


that source was exhausted— 
and the province had set the 
limit on the money from 
there—all that was keft was 
property taxes. 

“By 1961, our share of the 
deficit will be 53.9 million and 
that will equal the sum of 
revenues from those first two 
sources. Beyond that point, 
as the deficit increases, 
every dollar will have to be 
taken from property taxes." 

Campbell said it was unfor¬ 
tunate that the source of 
funds to take care of deficits 
should be taxes. "If property 
is involved at all. It should be 
first at fixed level, rather 
than last at an Increasing 
level" 

Campbell said representa¬ 


tives of the CapiltI and 
Greater Vancouver regional 
boards met Tuesday to dis¬ 
cuss problems, and a com¬ 
mittee had been struck con¬ 
sisting of three repre¬ 
sentatives from each r^on 
to investigate problems. 

He said it seemed that Van¬ 
couver was taking a hard line 
on the provincial—regional 

cost-shaiW, but he felt that 
it was more Important to 
tackle the core problem of 
property taxes and get 


recommendations on that. 

' In the meantime, the board 
passed an official motion of 
objection to tbe provincial 
governmant's action in shift¬ 
ing the burden of transit defi¬ 
cits onto property taxpay¬ 
ers. The regional board will 
ask the orovince to amend 
the provision for property tax 
as a revenue source for the 
Urban Transit Authority, and 
to negotiate with the two af¬ 
fected rogional boards on 
other revenue sources.

Without the proper security 
riots start much more easily 
and so far have been costing 
the taxpayers needless mil¬ 
lions of dollars, he said. 

Jamieson said the men's 
penitentiary at Kingston had 
been operating at only about 
one-third capacity since a 
riot about a year ago. 

And tbe women's penitenti¬ 
ary (Kingston is the only one) 
is 20 per cent understaffed 
and without guards on tbe 
walls, he said. 

"This situation is compli¬ 
cated with more and more 
people being sentenced to 
longer terms (after the end of 
the death penalty). All they 
have on their mind each day 
is escape.” 

Jamieson Is also oposed to 
the fact (hat lifers in some 
rases earn the minimum 
wage for work they do during 
their long years In prison. 

"Here we have people on 
the outside who can't find 
jobs and who are denied so¬ 
cial assistance, and you have 
these other people being paid 
for what they are doing on the 
inside. 

"The whole system seems 
to have come around 360 de¬ 
grees. If we are not going to 
do anylhing about it we might 
as well take down the walls 
and let the Inmates mix free¬ 
ly with Canadian society. 

"One must really question 
where the victim is in all this. 
The true victim would seem 
to be tbe Canadian public" 

Jamieson says the police 
have not been soliciting pub¬ 
lic funds for their capital 
punishment advertising cam¬ 
paign. but that some has been 
donated and that they are 
accepting such contribu¬ 
tions. 

The association wants the 
question to be answered by a 
public referendum.

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John Paul’s 
mourners 
brave rain 

ROME (AP) — Three long volleys of applause from a 
cro«^ who hardly knew him, but seemed intent on not soon 
forgetting him, accompanied John Paul I on hlS* final 
journey up tte steps of St. Peter's Basilica. 

His death came so quickly after installation, he never 
said ma.ss on the nearby altar of the pope. 

So great was the spontaneous clapping, it almost 
drowned out the mournful voice of the great lO-ton 
funeral bell as the rain-glistening cypress coffin disap¬ 
peared through the bronze doors on the shoulders of 12 pall 
bearers. 

Rome's affection for a pope of }4 days who never wrote 
an encyclical. Issued a papal bull, handed a new cardinal 
his sapphire ring or even basked in the summer splendor of 
Caslel Gandolfo was demonstrated by the fact that the 
crowd of SO.OM stayed through the two-hour outdoor funeral 
mass despite two prolonged cloudbursts. 

The rain first came as Carlo Cardinal Confalon- 
leri. dean of the sacred college, began the moving eulogy 
which asked why this smiling, charming bricklayer's 
son had been removed so soon from the chair of Peter 
and how he had conquered so many hearts in so brief a 
pontificate. 

Umbrellas blossomed like mushrooms over the square 
and part of the crowd moved under Bernini's stupen¬ 
dous collonade to escape the downpour. 

But the long rank of cardinals In scarlet vestments and 
tall, gold-fleck^ mitres held fast before the facade of the 
great basilica. 

The rain let up. then came back more heavily at the 
precise moment when the liturgy of the mass called for a 
canopy to be held over the head of the celebrant. 

'This time It lasted twice as long, almost 20 minutes, and 
priests and monsignors with umbrellas suddenly appeared 
behind each of the more than 60 cardinals array^ in a 
sodden, crimson row. 

By now the book of the gospels atop the coffin was 
curling up In wrinkles and the orienul rug before the 
outdoor altar had darkened with blotches. TV crews took 
off their raincoats and wrapped them around their camera 
lenses as black-bottomed clouds and a few screaming 
seagulls moved across Michelangelo's dome. 

With the wily virtuosity that is characteristic of their 
trade, the pedlars in the square were suddenly offering 
plastic rain hats for sale instead of "the very last 
postcards of Giampaolo Primo” (John Paul I) and color 
slides of the .SIstine Chapel. « 

When the host was raised for the consecration, some of 
the Swiss Guards found them^lves kneeling In puddles 
at they dipped their halberds with the right hand and sa¬ 
luted with the left. 

Still, before the rains came, the crowd stretched all 
the way back to the white line in the square mark¬ 
ing the boundary of the tiny Vatican city-state, more 
than the 30.000 that might have been accommodated 
inside the basilica—Chri.st(ndom's largest cathedral. 


Starving shot in raid on food 


CALCUTTA (UPI)—Police Wednesday opened fire on a 
mob of starving flood victims who raided a freight 
train loaded with food for flood relief in the hard-hit state of 
West Bengal, killing two persons. 

(ifficials said an estimated 22 persons had died In an 
outbreak of cholera that affected thousands following 
the flooding, which Inundated thousands of square miles in 
and around Calcutta. India's second-largest city. 

Flood-related deaths were put at 312 but officials 
expected the toll to climb with new flooding expected after 
an overnight downpour 

Police opened fire at a railway station in the district of 
Murshidabad. 200 miles north of Calcutta, one of the worst 
flood-ravaged districts of West Bengal. 


Officials reported starving mobs looting trucks and 
trains carrying food and other relief materials. 

West Bengal (^ief Minister Jyoti Basu said the government 
was unaUe to provide armed guards for all relief convoys 
because "almost the entire police force Is engaged in 
rescuing people from flooded places and in relief work." 

Officials said anti-cholera vaccines, drugs and mobile 
medical units had been rushed to flooded areas to prevent 
(pidemics. 

Basu has appealed to the United Nations, drug manufac¬ 
turers and suppliers for preventive drugs and m^icines. 

"The floods, which were receding yesterday, are rising 
again today. The situation turned worse this morning." an 
nfficial sf id after Tuesday night's downpour. 


RHODESIA 
EXTENDS 
IRON RULE 

.SALISBURY (Reuter) 
—Rhodesia has extended 
martial law to nine Afri¬ 
can tribal areas.. 

One region, the Mang. 
wende tribal trust land, 
comes within 40 kilo¬ 
metres of Salisbury, the 
capital. 

About one-fifth of Rho¬ 
desia now has been 
placed under martial law 
following a proclamation 
of limitH military rule 
by the transitional gov¬ 
ernment la.st month. 

In affected areas, spe¬ 
cial military courts have 
powers to Impose death 
by hanging for war-relat¬ 
ed offenders. 


Squashing rebellion 
was proper—Somoza 


MANAGUA ((T) — President .Somoza 
told a human rights conimlsslon Wednesday 
his suppression of a bloMy two-week revolt 
last month aimed at ousting him as leader of 
Nicaragua was "legal and constluillonal." 

Somoza met with the five-man Organiza¬ 
tion of American States human rights com- 
mi.sslon, which arrived Tuesday to investi¬ 
gate charges that Nicaragua's National 
Guard had committed atrocities against 
rebeK during the uprising. 

He welcomed the commission In his heavi¬ 
ly-guarded office near his presidential bun 
krr and offered "the friendship and courtesy 
of an American nation that aspires to 
peace." 

Members of the mission are Andres Aqui- 
lar of Venezuela. Carlos Garcia Bauer of 
Guatemala. Marco Monroy of Colombia. 
Fernando Filio of Costa Rica and Tom Ferer 
of the U.S 

A broad opposition front, formed in Au¬ 


gust to overthrow Somoza's government, 
has charged that human rights were violat¬ 
ed during bloody clashes between national 
guardsmen and left-wing rebels. The battles 
left hundreds dead. 

.Somoza blamed the strife on "persons 
trying to throw out the constitutional gov¬ 
ernment by violence and terrorism. aa.saults 
by communists against military barracks, 
pdice. civilians ai^ towns . . ." 

He said the rebels were guilty of “spilling 
blood, pillage, looting, arson and spectacu¬ 
lar kidnappings" and that his 7.5dO-man 
National Guard—the country's army and 
police force—“used the legal and constitu¬ 
tional means available to protect lives, prop¬ 
erty and the sovereignty of Nicaragua." 

Somoza. who last week accepted the me¬ 
diation of three Western Hemisphere coun¬ 
tries in a bid to end his conflict with the 
front, promised commission members co¬ 
operation from hl.S government. 


Beirut flareup ‘like volcano’ 


BEIRIT (AP) — Heavy 
rocket, mortar and artillery 
duels raged unchecked be¬ 
tween Syrian troops and 
Christian forces Wednesday 
and the bombardment spread 
for the first time to the Mos¬ 
lem western sector of Beirut. 
The presidential palace on 
the city's eastern ouLskIrts 


waL reported hit by shells. 

Official casualty figures 
were not immediately avail¬ 
able. but the right-wing Pha- 
langist radio said about SOO 
persons were killed or 
wounded in a 24-hour period. 

"We are still under Syrian 
volcanoes," the radio said. 

"Beirut Is like a military 


Island surrounded by smoke, 
flames and destruction—Iso¬ 
lated from the whole world 
where there is no water, elec¬ 
tricity, transportation, medi¬ 
cine or food supplies.*' the 
(3irtsttan Voice of Lebanon 
reported. 

The radio reported that 
bodies rotted in the streets 


and in hospitals because the 
heavy fighting made it im¬ 
possible to dispose of the 
dead. 

Red Cross officials said the 
threat of starvation and 
death from thirst was grow¬ 
ing by the hour since the sup¬ 
ply routes to the city had been 
cut off. 

At the United Nations in 
New York. Saudi Arabia's, 
ambassador. Jamil Baroody, 
blamed .Syrian President 
Hafez Assad for the fighting. 
The Syrian forces are the 
core of an Arab League pea¬ 
cekeeping force stationed in 
I-ebanon since the end of the 
l973-7« civil war. 

“He's a crook," Baroody 
told reporters. "It'i a ques¬ 
tion of misusing the troops 
that are there in order to 
bring peace." 

The Syrians intervened in 
the civil war to help the 
Christians fight an alliance of 
leftist Moslems and Palestin¬ 
ians, who complained of 
Christian political domina¬ 
tion. But the Syrians now are 
angered by Christian align¬ 
ment with their Israeli ene¬ 
mies and the Christians' re¬ 
fusal to submit to Syrian 
control. 


PEACE TEAM NAMED 


CAIRO(l’PI) — Prime Mini.ster Mustafa 
Khalil Wednesday unveiled a new 33-man 
< ablnet which included a new defence min¬ 
ister but left vacant the important foreign 
affairs portfolio, which will oversee Egypt's 
transition from war with Israel to peace. 

As the country prepared for peachirealy 
negotiations with Israel next week, the new 
line-up. made up mostly of technocrats, and 
heatM by the American-educated Khalil, 
was fonmd. 

The cabinet contained 20 newcomers and 
II hold-overs from Mamdouh .Salem's outjtu- 
ing administration retained their posts. 

The newcomers Included MaJ. Gen. 
Kamal Hassan All, a veteran of four wars 
with Israel, who was promoted to the rank of 
lieutenant general and appointed defsnee 
minister and commander-ln-chief of the 
armed forces. 


All, 37, a former director of Egypt's Intel¬ 
ligence service, replaced On. Mohammed 
Gamassy. who was shunted Tuesday to the 
honorary post of prelRImtial adviser. 

The foreign affairs portfolio, vacant since 
the resignation of Foreign Minister Ibrahim 
Kamel three weeks ago. was not filled. 
Kamel quit during the Camp David peace 
talks, reportedly to protest Egyptian con¬ 
cessions. 

The Foreign Ministry's No. 2 man. Dr. 
Bulros Ghali, will continue to hold the port¬ 
folio In an acting capacity. 

> The name of the war ministry was 
changed to the defence ministry, a gesture 
* de-emphasizing war as Egypt forged ahead 
with its peace drive. 

"The most important thing Tor me now is 
next week's negotiations with Israel in 
Washington." Ghali said.

POPE BURIED, QUESTIONS FLY 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) — 
The Roman Catholic church 
Wednesday laid to rest Pope 
John Paul but not necessarily 
the controversy over how he 
died. 

Cardinals buried the pope 
in the Vatican Grottoes under 
St. Peter's basilica wHhoul 
performing the autopsy re¬ 
quested by a Mexican bishop 
and an Italian group of 
Roman Catholic traditiona¬ 
lists. 

Theologian Gino Concetti, 
in an article in the Vatican 


newspaper L'Osservatore 
Romano, called the polemics 
“artificial" and said Pope 
John Paul died a natural 
death. 

The Vatican said the 63- 
year-old . pontiff died of a 
heart attack in his sleep Sept. 
28 after a 34-day reign. 

"The artificial polemics 
about ascertaining the causes 
of his death cannot tarnish 
the work of those who have a 
duty Uy render the proper 
honors ffl him and seal him in 
his tomb." Concetti wrote. 


"A Christian knows that 
death comes like a thief in the 
night, and he knows that one 
must be constantly prepared 
to receive It. He does not 
inflict it (death) on himself or 
others, but when it comes, he 
accepts it as a passing, as a 
reward. 4 , 

"The truth Is that the Pope 
went to his peace with the 
Lord, as the rightful do ..."

asked a Vatican prosecutor 
Tuesday to start a formal in¬ 
quiry into the pope's death, 
said it was not giving up Its 
fight. It called a news confer¬ 
ence for today to explain why 
it suspects foul play in the 
papal death. 
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This business 
of principles 

BRITISH POLITICIANS have long been the 
envy of their opposite numbers in other western 
nation! for their articulateness, their seeming 
clarity of purpose, their general suavity and 
their uncanny ability to turn defeat Into victory 
— or a reasonable facsimile thereof. 

Prime Mini.ster James Callaghan displayed 
all these strengths this week at the annual 
Labor Party conference in Blackpool. On Mon¬ 
day he received a startling rebuff from his 
co-Laborites who soundly defeated his eco¬ 
nomic policies which called for restricting pay 
increases to five per cent for a 12-month 
period. Sadly shaken by the conference’s rejec¬ 
tion of wage restraints by a 2-to-l majority, he 
said: “I am not going to be In the business of 
presiding over the affairs of the country If 
we are committed to a policy which would 
increase inflation. . ." 

But on Tuesday, with the boos and jeers of 
his own party ^till ringing in his ears from the 
day before, the British prime minister bounced 
bark with a rousing key-note speech in which he 
said that if higher inflation resulted from higher 
wage settlements he would seek other avenues 
"in the fiscal and monetary field” to combat It. 
And for this he got a standing ovation from the 
whole congregation — his antagonists of the day 
before included. 

His quick recovery in the face of adversity 
through the simple procedure of completely 
reversing his policy well demonstrates the 
special talent enjoyed by most successful Briti.sh 
politicians of being able to win by losing. And no 
matter how you look at it, that's style. 

All of which is not to say that the same 
tactics have never been tried by Canadian politi¬ 
cians. But somehow our home-grown products 
never seem to possess the same panache as 
their British counterparts when they bravely 
.stand before their party dissidents to tell them in 
no uncertain terms: "Gentlemen, those are my 
principles, and If you don’t like them — I can 
always change them. . .” 


A duke’s ransom 

.SENTIMENT for animal life in our society 
sometimes manifests itself in strange ways. 

Take the case of Duke at Westport. Connecti¬ 
cut. Duke is a lobster, a whopper scooped up 
recently by a commercial fishermen and spared 
the usual swift fate of lobsters because of his 
size. He weighs 24 pounds and is about a yard 
long. Using a formula based on his weight, 
experts at the University of Rhode Island calcu¬ 
lated Duke is about 200 years old. 

He went on display and children travelling to 
and from .school stopped to ogle him. He became 
something of a community celebrity. Then a 
man decided Duke would make a tasty centre¬ 
piece at a feast he planned for a crowd of people 
and bought him for $76.56. 

The community had second thoughts. People 
began to wonder about such a fate for a lobster 
wiho dated from the days of Paul Revere. 
The weekly newspaper urged readers to help 
save Duke and about $300 in donations rolled 
In. 

The lobster's owner agreed to an exchange. 
.So Duke was dropped bark into Long Island 
.Sound la.st .Sunday. Twenty-five smaller lobsters 
paid for his freedom, going into the pot at the 
feast. 

“It’s all a happy ending.” said the mother of 
the man who owns the lobster company, ob¬ 
viously without consulting those involved in the 
trade.

More pro than con in Joe’s tax policy 


OTTAWA — A.S an attention grab- 
ber, Joe Clark’s latest policy proposal is 
a real winner. The timing, with 15 by- 
elections just around the comer, was 
excellent. 

"A Tory government," said Clark, 
"would allow home owners to deduct the 
interest they pay on their mortgages up 
to $5,000 a year and their municipal 
taxes up to $1,000 a year from taxable 
income." The scheme would be phased 
in over four years to ease the imparl on 
the treasury. 

In the pre.sent political atmosphere, 
where another vague promise of a bil¬ 
lion or two in tax ruts would be mean- 
inglMS. the Clark statement carries the 
kind of precision which forces people — 
especially present and would-be home 
owners — to sit up and take notio’. 

It's a policy they like because it 
would mean more money in their pock¬ 
ets. Tradesmen, builders, real estate 
agents and others are equally enthusias¬ 
tic because they read it as good news for 
them. 

An objective analysis of the social 
and economic effects Is not easy. But 


let's begin by admitting, at once, that 
It's a regressive measure in the sense 
that It would benefit the rich more than 
the poor — a weakness that would apply 
equally to most tax relief measures. 

In addition. It would probably exer¬ 
cise a mildly disruptive effect on capital 
markets as the lucky Individuals who 
have already paid off their mortgages 
apply for new ones to gain the lax 
advantage. 

Finally, as an economic generator it 
is no substitute for a tax cut at the lower 
Income levels. So that will have to be 
done too. leaving some poor finance 
minister with a deficit a mile deep. 

.Still. I must admit that I find the 
proposal attractive because It does dis¬ 
criminate In favor of home ownership. 
That suits my bias because not only 
does home ownership develop deeper 
roots and a bigger stake in the commu¬ 
nity. It Is aisp the most economic way to 
provide good housing because of the 
"labor of love " aspect. 

"Labor of love " is just another way 
of saying that the majority of owners 
cut their own grass, plant their own

Comeback by Fukuda the Fox 


TOKYO — For most of this 
year. Prime MinLster Taken 
Fukuda looked like a beaten 
man. 

With his job at stake this 
December, in a party vote 
Fukuda was. in boxing terms, 
down and facing a count of 
nine. But suddenly he got 
bark on his feet and is a 
strong favorite for at least a 
points win against all¬ 
comers. 

It has been a remarkable 
comeback by anyone's stan¬ 
dards. True, the prime minis¬ 
ter still scores low marks 
with the nation’s voters. But 
he has apparently swung 
back into favor with his rul¬ 
ing Liberal Democratic 
Party, and that is what 
counts now. 

In previous LDP presiden¬ 
tial elections, only MPs 
voted, leading to bribes. In¬ 
fluence-peddling and other 
abuses by the candidates 
The system has been re¬ 
formed to allow all the 
party’s 1.5 million members 
to vote in a November 26 
primary, when It appears 
there will be at least four 
candidates. The top two vote- 
getters will then face a run¬ 
off vole of MPs only on De¬ 
cember 1. 

All political commentators 
see the second battle as be¬ 
tween the wily old premier 
(nicknamed the “Fox") and 
his sleepy-eyed slow-speak¬ 
ing arch rival Mayayoshi 
Ohira. Many experts believe 
that In a crowded primary 
field. Ohira could emerge on 
top, which would be damag¬ 
ing to Fukuda’s image. But 
the premier could reverse 
this through his dominant po¬ 
sition In the parliamentary 
ranks. 

It Is a galling prospect for

Ohira. who was persuaded to 
withdraw his candidacy two 
years ago and support Fuku¬ 
da in the interests of party 
unity. In return, he was pro- 
mis^ that the baton of power 
would be handed on to him 
this time. 

Fukuda. however, found 
the premiership to his liking 
and decided to enjoy the of¬ 
fice a bit longer. Until a cou¬ 
ple of months ago his chances 
seemed dim. Ohira was con¬ 
sidered the favorite, espe¬ 
cially as public opinion polls 
gave his rival the lowest 
maflis of any post-war prime 
minister. Ohira’s position as 
party secretary-general gave 
him considerable leverage to 
influence the voting 

But then he unwisely threw 
his prestige behind the LDP’s 
candidate in a gubernatorial 
election in his home district. 
The candidate lost and 
Ohira's prestige suffered a 
crippling blow. At the .same 
Ume. Fukuda has been en¬ 
gaged In an image-building 
campaign which is paying off 
handsomely. 

For example, the negotia¬ 
tions for a Sino-Japanese 
peace treaty earlier this year 
were expected to be hazard¬ 
ous for the prime minister, 
who has always been on the 
pro-Taiwan side of the party 
(compared to Ohira and his 
mentor, former Premier Ka- 
kuel Tanaka, who are solidly 
pro-Peking). 

But the treaty was duly 
signed without trouble. On 
October 20 Peking's Number 
Two,! Teng Hsiao Peng, will 
arrive in Tokyo to put the 
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icing on the Fukuda cake. 
With lew chances for suc¬ 
cesses on the domesUc scene, 
the prime miisler has wisely 
looked to the diplnmallc 
arena for opportunities to 
score points. 

Hr has engaged in con¬ 
siderable summiteering In 
recent monts. culminating in 
the first visit to the Middle 
East by a Japanese head of 
government. Apart from 
Teng. there will be a steady 
flow of world leaders Into 
Tokyo to enhance the Fukuda 
image as a statesman in the 
weeks leading up to the LDP 
election. 

The only Issue that cOuld 
trip him up is the economy. It 
remains sluggish and yet an¬ 
other economy-boosting gov¬ 
ernment package announce 
a few veikh ago has aroused 
little enthusiasm In the busi¬ 
ness community. 

But all the LDP candidates 
are tarred with the same 
brush and have little room to 
u.se the economy to attack 
PAikuda. Intensive man¬ 
oeuvring has now begun In 
the various party factions 
which do not suggest the 
election reforms have 
achieved their purpose. 
Horse-trading, as in the past, 
is expected to settle the 
issue. 

The key could by Yasuhiro 
Nakasone, an ambitious poli¬ 
tician In his late 50s, who it 
expected to contest the pri¬ 
mary and then throw his 
weight behind Fukuda (both 
men are from the same con¬ 
stituency). possibly in return 
for a promise to be made heir 
apparent (shades of Ohira). 

Warnings, however, are 
being issued that the LDP 
cannot afford a divisive pre¬ 
sidential election for the third 
time running.

No better but no worse 'I 


WASHINGTON - Next 
door to Israel, two or three 
minutes away by supersonic 
jet. Is a witches' brew — dou¬ 
ble. double toll and trouble. 
The many-sided conflict in 
the half-ruined slate of Leba¬ 
non has repeatedly threa¬ 
tened to spill over, and. in 
fart, rockets from the mili¬ 
tant Palestinians have struck 
Israeli communities. 

Syrian troops occupy per¬ 
haps half the country. All ex¬ 
cept the militant Palestine 
Liberation Organization 
agree that they have a force 
for peace, putting restraints 
on the war between Moslem 
and Chri.stian combatants. 

While Secretary of .State 
Cyrus Vance was in Saudi 
Arabia, he received an 
abrupt telegram from Syrian 
President Hafez Assad post¬ 
poning the secretary's visit to 
Damascus. With the dogged 
patience he has shown on a 
tour that has produced little 
tangible result. Vance waited 
21 hours before going to 
.Syria. Of his four-hour meet¬ 
ing with Assad, it eoiild only 
be .said that there was small 
encouragement for the secre¬ 
tary's salesmanship. 

Assad, who has pul a brake 
on the fiercely conflicting 
forces in the region, is an 
object lesson. Intelligence re¬ 
ports. accepted by top U.S. 
policy makers, say (hat he 
is suffering from an illness 
likely to prove fatal in six to 
nine months. 

His loss would leave a large 
hole in the fragile structure 
of no-peace-no-outright-war, 
which prevails in Lebanon 
today. He could be replaced 
by a wild man with no re¬ 
straint whatsoever, like his 
foreign minister. Khaddam 
Abdal-halim. who Is also 
deputy prime minister. But 
Khaddam has no real power 
base of his own. and In the 
ensuing uncertainty the lead¬ 
ership would go to a succes¬ 
sor with clear lines to the 
several factions in the Syrian 
military. 

The lAj/ect les.son is the ten¬ 
uous nature of peace in the 
.Middle East, as it depends on 
a few Individuals. President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt is one 
of those individuals. With his 
courage and Integrity, he is 
an indispensable man. 

Whether the Israeli govern- 
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men! understands what he 
means to the peace equation 
is doubtful: certainly doubt¬ 
ful. judging by the reluctant 
attitude of Prime .Minister 
Menachem Begin in the af¬ 
termath of the Camp David 
talks. A sucres.snr to Sadat 
would hardly be willing or 
able to make the concessions 
that he made at the Camp 
David summit. 

Toward the end of bis ad¬ 
dress to Gmgress. President 
Carter threw in a few re¬ 
marks about Lebanon, call¬ 
ing for joining in efforts to 
bring an end to the conflict 
and suffering there. Those 
who look candidly at the 
Lebanese situation believe 
that the United States could 
do little beyond the modest 
military assistance now 
going to Beirut. 

This is In striking contrast 
with the action of President 
Dwight Eisenhower in f»58 
when American power and 
influence were at a peak. At 
his orders. U.S. Marines 
landed on the beaches at 
Beirut to quiet a situation 
that might have developed 
into civil conflict. Met by ice¬ 
cream sellers and girls in bi¬ 
kinis. their presence never¬ 
theless resolved the rela¬ 
tively simple dispute, and the 
.Marines withdrew. 

A measure of the deteriora¬ 
tion is how infinitely more 
complex is the tangle in 
lebanon today. The Maronite 
Christians fighting the Mos 
lems are them.selves divided 
into (wo warring factions. 
While those In one faction are 
not beyond occasional snip¬ 
ing at the Syrians, the leader 
of the Falange party, the sec¬ 
ond faction, recently gave his 
opinion that it would be folly 
to ask the Syrians to leave. 

In 1978, Lebanon is receiv¬ 
ing $25 million in military 


sales, with an additional $75 
million now before Congress. 
Americans with interests in 
Beirut still Intact argiaf the 
need for a small mllitary-ao- 
sistance group of perhaf^ 100 
to 200 officers and men to 
help in training Lebanese 
government forces in tha«He 
of the new weapons. ' 

But those dealing daily 
with the situation believe this 
is unnecessary . They argae 
that with more determina¬ 
tion. president Elias Sarkis 
could forge an effective fight¬ 
ing force that could coneetv- 
ably bring an end to thb fac¬ 
tional conflict. The la-banese 
do not need money. Esti¬ 
mates here put their resc-rssps 
at $3 billion, and many' 'Le¬ 
banese. descendants o4 the 
ancient Phoenician traders, 
still have considevabke 
wealth. 

To have added DamaMvis 
to Vance's whirlwind Middle 
Ea.st .schedule seemed at the 
time' to be cruel and inhuman 
punishment. Assad wak as¬ 
sembling the leading Arab 
rejectionists to swear their 
deiermlnation to wn'ck the 
Camp David agreements and 
wreak s-engeance on Carter. 
For wild men like Yasser 
Arafat, it was a tribal dance 
of revenge. 

Their vioient vocalismito 
one side, the U N. contingent 
on the Lebanese-Israeli.ter 
der is holding firm, with (it*' 
militant PLO pushed out of 
range of lobbing missiles .into 
Israel. Vance's talk with 
Assad hardly makes a bad 
situation worse. It might 
even, at least in understand¬ 
ing. mean a .slight improve- 
ment.

I'VE SEEN A LOT OF HATCHET jobs in my travels 
through the weird and wonderful world of politics but the 
firing of Victoria's personnel director Terry FlUPatrick 
ranks among the most brutal and. at the same time, the 
most amateurish. 

The axing was engineered by the ever-cautious law¬ 
yer-mayor Michael Young, aided and abetted by an effi¬ 
ciency expert, the breed that gave the world the Institu¬ 
tional toilet seat after it was found that employees were 
spending too much time on the comfortable thrones. 

For 31 years, FitzPatrick had served the city taxpay¬ 
ers. The last 25 years, he had spent in the personnel de¬ 
partment. Never in all that time did his superiors give 
him any hint that his job performance was inadequate. 

No memo telling him to shape up or ship ouL No 
mayor ever called him into his office to tell him that he 
wasn't up to par. Nor did any city manager, for that mat¬ 
ter. 

FitzPatrick could, therefore, be forgiven if he was 
looking forward to the last five years of his working life 
with a reasonable degree of assurance. 

And then, out of the blue, the axe fell. A week ago. city 
manager James Bramley, on the Instructions of the 
mayor, went lo FItzPatrick's office, asking him to consid¬ 
er resigning from his job. FitzPatrick refu.sed. 

Barters began to get wind of the story and con¬ 
fronted Young last Tuesday. With numerous no com¬ 
ments, the mayor tried lo weasle but of the embarrass¬ 
ing situation, and no sooner had reporters left his office, 
than he had all aldermen informed that there would be a 
special council meeting the next day. 

FOLLOWING A THREE-HOUR meeting Wednesday, 
council decided lo fire FitzPatrick. Just like that. No reason 
given. A city bylaw allows council to fire senior staff 
members by a two-thirds majority without cau.se. 

Most of the aldermen left the mayor's office by the 
back door to escape questioning by reporters. Cowardice 
often goes with brutality. 

The mayor had sworn the aldermen to silence, warning 
them that (he city might face a massive law suit If they 
leaked contents of the meeting lo the press and if FitzPa¬ 
trick decided to go to court. 

The mayor also told his council that if one of them 
talked lo the press, the entire proceedings of the meeting 


would be made public. That smells a lot like blackmail to 
me. 

My guess is FitzPatrick will go to court anyway and I 
have a hunch that the city will end up with egg all over 
Its face, as It damn well should. 

There have been vague reference to certain defi¬ 
ciencies on the part of FitzPatrick, but he was never 
given an opportunity to defend him.self against the.se 
allegations. 

The mayor refused lo say how the vote went. So did 
the aldermen. My guess is that the only ones voting 
against the firing of FitzPatrick were Aldermen Larry 
Ryan and Robin Blencoe. 

How can seven people be talked Into ruining an em¬ 
ployee's career five years before he retires? 

The line of argument, no doubt, was efficiency in the 
interest of the tax-paying public. 

But no corporation should have (he right to play 
havoc with an employee's life, especially after 31 years 
of service. 

Not only will FitzPatrick lose five years of potential 
earnings, but his pension will also be severely affected be¬ 
cause he will miss five years of contributions. 

City council has placed efficiency before humanitar¬ 
ian considerations and when that happens we should take 
a close look at our elected officials. 

THE HATCHET JOB WILL HAVE far-reaching conse 
quences. It proves that job security in the public ser¬ 
vice is a myth, unless employees are protected by a 
union. Other department heads might be well advised 
to be on guard. 

Ryan and Blencoe stand ta be accused of allowing 
themselves to be intimidated by the mayor. If (hey didn't 
agree with the way in which the FitzPatrick matter was 
handled, (hey had an obligation to (he public to speak 
out, idle threats by the mayor notwithstanding. 

And I'd like to reserve the final word for my old 
friend Gordon Newhouse of Gordon H. Newhouse and As¬ 
sociates. 

I'm not saying he recommended that FitzPatrick be 
fired, but it's more than a coincidence that (he (he fir¬ 
ing occurred right after Newhouse completed his study of 
(he personnel department. 

All told, the dismissal of Terry FitzPatrick was a 
shoddy exerci.se of power vested In city council. 


ed by certain of the more vocal members of the pub¬ 
lic. \ - 

The statement that the "law conspires with the medical 
profession to force all pregnant women to undergo a style of 
birth which Is detrimental lo themselves and (heir chil¬ 
dren." is nonsense. Most women chose hospital delivery 
because they recognize their need for rare and because 
childbirth can be a risky procedure which is not always 
predictable as to .safety and outcome. 

If a woman does wish to exercise her “natural func¬ 
tion " by home delivery. It is not Illegal but she must be 
prepar^ lo suffer the consequences and live with the 
guilt if something goes wrong which could have been pre¬ 
vented in hospital. 

If .Ms. Payne wishes to be constructive I would suggest

Slash farmers’ bills 
for water—alderman 


A massive reduction in water rates for 
bonafide Saanich farmers has been pro¬ 
posed by Aid. Geoffrey Vantreight. 

He wants the per-thousand-gallon rate 
slashed from 60 to 18 cents as an incentive 
for farmers to grow more vegetables. 

Agricultural production in Saanich is 
steadily declining and something must be 
done to give it a boost. Vantreight. the 
president of the Vancouver Island Vegetable 
Co-operative, said in an interview Wednt-s 
day. 

He will plead his ca^ K Tuesday's me<>t- 
ing of council's finance committee. 

Vantreight. owner of farms in Saanich and 
Central Saanich, .sakt reducing the rates 
would especially assist potato growers In the 
municipality. 

"Spuds, a heavy water crop, can cost you 
up to $200 an acre if you water five 
times during the growing season." he said. 

Vancouver Island is an ideal spot for 
growing potatoes, he said, "and it bothers 
me more emphasis Is not placed on protect¬ 
ing farmers to ensure all available land Is 
u.-^ for this purpose ' ' 

He predicted supplies of the 10.000 to 11.000 
tons of potatoes grown on Vancouver Is¬ 
land this year would be exhausted by as 
early as next February Last year the sup¬ 
ply lasted until April.

Seventy helpers recruited by the Bulgarian-bom artist 
began laying down the nylon fabric on the pathways of Loose 
Park here Monday. Thejob, dubbed The Wrapped Walk 
Ways will cost $ 100 , 000 . 

Why? 

It will call people’s attention to their feel and the way 
they walk, says Christo, 43. 

"I hope when It is done the public will walk on it," he 
said, explaining that the resulting folds and creases would 
be part of the work. 

The Wrapped Walk Ways project, in the midst of expen. 
sive homes, is the latest in a series of artistic adventures (or 
Christo. 

In 1971 and 1972. he created Valley Curtain—fabric sus- 
pi-nded between two mountains near Rifle. Colo. For the 
r.S. bicentennial he created Running Fence—40 kilometres 
of fabric 31^ metres tall, running through parts of Sonoma 
and Marin counties north of San Francisco in 1976 

The cost of the latest project, about $100,000. is pale 
i nmpared with his two moot celebrated works. He says the 
fence cost $3 million, the curtain about $830,000

Blencoe urges 
free parkades 
on Saturdays 


Free parking on .Saturdays 
in all city-owned parkades is 
being advocated by Victoria 
Aid.

Blencoe has asked the Vic¬ 
toria Parking Commission to 
look into the feasibility of the 
scheme. 

Blencoe said Wednesday 
his proposal should be con¬ 
sidered especially for the 
months of February and 
March when downtown busi¬ 
ness was traditionally slow .

"The winter months are 
often very hard for small 
businesses and we should do 
our utmost to help where pos¬ 
sible.'' he added. 

Blencoe sqjd the city core 
was Victoria's largest tax 
base and to ignore its diffi- 


cidties could result in serious 
financial problems for resi¬ 
dential taxpayers. 

"One of the reasons why 
shopping centres outside the 
central business district at¬ 
tract so much business Is the 
fact that they have free park¬ 
ing available. 

"Downtown is in itself a 
large shopping centre and we 
must create uut Image." he 

said. 

There might be some pro¬ 
blems with his free-parking 
proposal, but they could 
easily be worked out. Blencoe 
said. 

.Some of the revenue loss, 
he said, would be offset by not 
having to pay attendants on 
the free days. 

"The spinoff advantages 
are enormous. R could re-iit- 
iroduce many residents to 
the pleasant atmosphere that 
has been created in the older 
sections of town." Blencoe 
said. 


DC-9 crash victim 
died of suffocation, 
coroner's jury told 


BRA.MPTON. Ont. ICP) — 
One of two persons killed in 
the June 26 crash of an Air 
Canada DC-> jet at Toronto 
International Airport died of 
suffocation, a Brampton pa¬ 
thologist told a coroner's In- 
qur.st Wednesday. • 

Dr. Gordon Longfield testi¬ 
fied that Irwin Theodore 
Childs, 43. of Toronto suf¬ 
fered only superficial cuts 
and that his death was due to 
suffocation. 

Sgt. John Gray of Peel re¬ 
gional police told the five- 
man jury that be was one of 
the the Rrst people to reach 
the crash scene. 

He said both persons killed 
In the crash were still sealed, 
with their seal tw'lts on. 

Gray said Childs, still In his 
seat, was wedged under a 
scat occupied by J. Frank 


Scrasc. of Victoria, also 
killed In the crash. Rescuers 
had to wrench Scrase's seal 
off the floorboards to extri¬ 
cate Childs's body. 

The men were scaled in the 
front section of the plane near 
the spot where the fuselage 
cracked during the crash. 
saU Gray. The floor between 
their seats had given way. 

Hamilton Moy. Interior 
engineer for the plane's 
manufacturer McDonnell 
Douglas Aircraft Ltd., said 
the apparent collapse of the 
seals was a built-in safety 
factor. 

Moy said the seats are de¬ 
signed to deform and then 
collapse under extreme 
, pressure. A rigid seat could 
result in severe seatbelt-rr 
lated injuries to its occu¬ 
pant.

Byelections will alter

OTTAWA (CP) — The gov 
emment has changed signals 
and has decided to give the 
speech from the throne at the 
opening of a new sessloq of 
Parliament next Wednesday. 

The government had 
planned to open a new session 
next Thursday but Conserva¬ 
tives. conscious of tbe effect 
on Oct. It byelections across 
the country, demanded a 
change. 

Members of Parliament 
will assemble first on Tues¬ 
day to give rapid handling to 
a special bill that will make 
Thursday. Oct. 12. an ad¬ 
vance polling day for the 14 
b.velectlons. This is being 
done to accommodate Jewish 
voters. 

Prime Minister Trudeau. 
Opposition Leader Joe Clark. 
New Democratic Party Lead¬ 
er Ed Broadbent and Adrien 
Lambert. .Social Credit House 
leader, will speak Thursday. 

On Friday there will be the 


first want-of-confMence mo¬ 
tion in the gover n ment of the 
new sesskm. 

The session of Parliament 
that started last January and 
w as adjoumpd in JuAe will be 
formally ended after the pas¬ 
sage of the special bill, ex¬ 
pected Tuesday. 

The govemmant'a decisioa 
was given at a meeting of 
Commons leaders from all 
parties Wednesday, the .sec¬ 
ond such meeting In as many 
days. 

The change refects the fact 
that all parties are sensitive 
to the effect on byelections of 
speeches delivered In the 
Commons. 

Under the first government 
proposal, the throne speech, 
which could be expected to 
provide a boost to Liberal 
candidates, would have been 
delivered well in advance of 
the byelections. 

But Opposition leaddn 
would not have been able to 


make a parliamentary re¬ 
sponse until voting day. The 
Conaervatlves deminM a 
change and tbe government 
agreed. 

But hi making tbe change, 
the government hurt the 
NDP. Based on the first gov¬ 
ernment proposal, Broadbent 
had scheduled a full day of 
campaigning in Toronto and 
Hamilton next Wednesday. 
Now be will go to Hamilton 
only and visit Toronto on an¬ 
other day. 

The extra advance polling 
day is the result of Conserva¬ 
tive protests that two of the 
advance poling days now 
available fall on Jewish 
sacred days. The other is on 
Thanksgiving Day. 

All parties have agreed to 
give speedy passage to the 
special legislation.

Abuse 
maybe 
reason 
to quit

A combinallon of diorn- 
chantment over council inac- 
tioo and the abuse being 
heaped upon elected officials, 
are the main reawns why 
Saanich Aid. David Paterson 
is conaidering resigning his 
seat with 14 months of his 
two-year term still remain¬ 
ing. 

PATERSON. THE central 
figure in a controversy over 
council's approval of the con¬ 
tentious Minnie Mountain 
housing scheme, said in an 
interview Tuesday the Issue 
la affecting his family and his 
family life, “and I don't know 
whether I any longer have the 
time to devote to council." 

Council has asked the ex¬ 
ecutive of the B.C. Law So¬ 
ciety to recommend a lawyer 
who will advise whether 
there was a possible conflict 
of interest in the public hear¬ 
ing when aldermen approved 
the development proposal by 
a y-t margin. 

DIKING THE heaHng. 
Aid. John Mika asked wheth¬ 
er there was any conllict of 
interest involving Paterson. 

"The current controversy 
has already seriously affect¬ 
ed my integrity as an aider- 
man and even if the indepen¬ 
dent legal opinion 
subsequently refutes the 
charge, my reputation in the 
community will remain taint¬ 
ed to some degree," Paterson 
said. . 

"Win. lose or draw there 
w ill be a black cloud hanging 
over my head forever, " be 
said. 

HE NAID HE EOIND the 
latest turn of events “dirty 
pool.” 

Paterson said in the last 
few months he has become 
increasingly disenchanted 
with the ways things have 
evolved at the council level. 

"We have been unable to 
get to grips with l.ssues be¬ 
cause council is split on poli¬ 
cies and ideologies. 

"I don't know If I want to be 
involved with this kind of 
political game any longer." 
he said 

if the situation continued it 
would be impossible to at¬ 
tract qualified people to seek 
office In the municipality, he 
warned. 

-WE ARE RUNNING a 
multi'milllon dollar busi¬ 
ness." he said. "You're not 
going to be able to operate 
this business with house¬ 
wives. they would be unable 
to provide an efficiently-run 
operation." 

The Saanich draft commu¬ 
nity plan was one example of 
council inaction, he said. 

Recalling that It was a 
major campaign Issue last 
November, Paterson said the 
document is still awaiting 
council action, "and I doubt It 
will become a reality even if I 
stay to the end of my term.” 

He said the abuse directed 
at him and other aldermen by 
Saanich ratepayers on a vari¬ 
ety of issues over the past few 
months made him wonder if 
continuing in office was 
worthwhile 

'■WE HAVE HAD to Uke It 
on the chin over increased 
taxes, the North Quadra re¬ 
zoning and the Industrial 
park proposals," he noted. 
“For what we are paid, it's 
just not worth the hassle." 

He said he has no political 
amUllon to become mayor or 
an MLA. His only ambition 
•it one of service to all Saan¬ 
ich residents. 

He said be has received 
numerous calls from cltlaens 
who support him, "but these 
people expressed grave con¬ 
cerns about the direction In 
which our council It head¬ 
ed." 

Paterson said he would 
await the Independent legal 
opinion before making a final 
decision on his political fu¬ 
ture. 


In quest probes Jubilee death 


Overdose not alwiays 
a killer, says doctor

A 72-year-old man who died 
In the emergency room of 
Ratal Jubilee Hospital last 
month after receiving twice 
ibe racommended maximum 
dosage of Xylacalne would 
probably have died even if 
the correct dosage had been 
given, a heart specialist said 
Wednesday. 

Dr. Michael Didy. who was 
called to the emergency room 
b> Dr. Jacob .Sturmwind on 
the evening of Sept. 17 to look 
at Galliano Giov anni Piccoli, 
T'i. said Piccoll's condition 
was "desperate" when he 
first saw him. 


Piccoli required help with 
breathing and his heart rate 
was too slow. Cody said. 

"The chances of his surviv¬ 
ing this attack, and it was a 
large one according to the 
autopsy report. were 
slight” 

The autopsy report, read at 
the first hearing in the in¬ 
quest last week, noted that 
Piccoli was suffering from 
emph.vsema. bronchitis, obe¬ 
sity. hardening of the ar¬ 
teries. and a greatly enlarged 
heart. He had had a previous 
heart attack, and on this oc¬ 
casion t blood clot had 
blocked one of the arteries 
leeding hit heart 


Piccoll's low heart rate 
could have been caused by 
the massive dose of Xylo- 
caine, a common anaesthetic 
which is also frequently used 
In heart attacks to restore 
normal heart rhythm. Cody 
said. Sturmwind bad testified 
last week that he had given 
Piccoli what he thought was a 
dosage of 30 to U milligrams 
of Xylocalne to begin with, 
when heart monitors showed 
Piccoli had an abnormal 
heart beat, only to discover 
later that the syringe which 
he bad partially injected con¬ 
tained 1,000 milligrams of 
-Xylacalne. 10 times the 
amount that Sturmwind 
thought H had

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Cultivation Scripps Institution researcher dream 
of lobsters 
under study

LA JOLLA. Calif. - In a 
damp underpround labora- 
lory Jon Van Olat watches 
hundreds of tiny, half-inch 
keg lolKiters whirl In a cur- 
rat of salt water being 
psmped into three pla.stic 
berkets. 

rwben he whisks a piece of 
pfper over a tray, suddenly a 
good-sized lobster tries to 
g(ab It. 

J'You have to keep them 
a^rt.” says Van Olst. point¬ 
ing to lobsters of all sizes 
sweated In plastic boxes. 
"They're cannaballstic." 

\an Olst Is a director of a 
Merally funded project to 
etplore the possibilities of 
commercial lobster cultiva¬ 
tion. The lobster program Is 
one of many research 
projecis under way at 
Scripps Institution of Ocean¬ 
ography. 

For the past 7i years the 
world-renowned marine re¬ 
search organization, the lar¬ 


gest of its kind, has probed 
the mysteries of the sea. With 
four vessels of its own and the 
chartered Glemar Chal¬ 
lenger, Scripps projects 
range from the international 
Deep Sea Drilling Project to 
weather prediction to ex¬ 
tracting drugs from the 
ocean 

Scripps Is a researcher's 
dream. Administratively a 
part of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia San Diego, it is situ¬ 
ated along the ocean front at 
the edge of La Jolla, an at¬ 
tractive little residential 
town overlooking the Pacific. 
The institution has a relaxed 
atmosphere in which some 
390 scientists and re¬ 
searchers do their work In 
quiet laboratories, work¬ 
shops. offices and halls. 

.Scripps' annual budget is 
about $50 million, of which 85 
percent to 00 percent is fund¬ 
ed by the federal govern¬ 
ment. ' 


For the most part, scien¬ 
tists at Scripps leave the 
practical application of their 
research to others. John 0. 
Isaacs, a professor of ocean¬ 
ography end director of 
L'CSD's Institute of Marine 
Resources, puts it this way: 
"There's no limit to what you 
can accomplish If you don't 
care who gets credit." 

Under National Science 
Foundation contract Scripps 
has managed, the Deep Sea 
Drilling Projeci. now in its 
eleventh year of exploration, 
using the specially built Glo- 
mar Challenger. ^ far. find¬ 
ings from the international 


project, which is aiso sup¬ 
ported by funds from Great 
Britain. France. West Ger¬ 
many. the Soviet Union and 
Japan, have filled 40 large 
volumes. 

“Oil companies follow us 
with bated breath,” says 
Melvin N.A. Peterson, 
project manager. "Some 
mineral companies do. too." 

By gathering and studying 
samples of various levels of 
the ocean floor. Peterson said 
geologists can determine 
whether conditions Indicate 
oil and gas formation or min¬ 
eral deposits. 

Oil geologists now are 


using deep-sea data from 
DSDP to help locate possible 
offshore oil and gas sites near 
Africa and Australia. 

Closer to home, the climate 
research group at Scripps 
has been "’modeatly success¬ 
ful'* at predktlng Califor¬ 
nia's two-year drought and 
the break in the third year — 
each one season in advance. 

"The function of the group 
Is to understand climatic 
fluctuations from month to 
season to years to decades, 
with the hope that it will lead 
to an ability to predict cli¬ 
matic fluctuations for eco¬ 
nomic and social reasons." 


said Jerome Namlas. head of 
the group. "Man might some¬ 
day be able to manipulate the 
climate.” 

The basic Idea is that the 
ocean and atmosphere may 
be influencing each other to 
produce climatic variations. 
For example, said Namlas. 
"If the atmosphere it dis¬ 
turbed in the North Pacific, It 
sets up variations in wind 
patterns which are transmit¬ 
ted as far as the East Coast 
and Europe." 

He believes that a sophisti¬ 
cated weather-forecasting 


method would help in allocat¬ 
ing energy and water sup¬ 
plies. and In controlling in¬ 
sects (which thrive In 
humidity) and air pollution. 

Namlas already is receiv¬ 
ing requests for his forecast 
of next winter's weather but 
he says it's too early. His 
prediction will not be ready 
until the end of November. 

Meanwhile, a few com¬ 
panies are using Scripps re¬ 
search completed 30 years 
ago to attempt to tow ice¬ 
bergs north from the Antarc¬ 
tic. “It Is the cheapest source 


of fresh water," says Isaacs, 
a professor of oceanography. 

His research helped estab¬ 
lish California commercial 
anchovy fishing. Isaacs says 
part of'a major study was 
devoted to understanding 
why anchovies were replac¬ 
ing the disappearing sar¬ 
dines.

the best students to the 
fthool. 

Ask him about the scholar- 
skip program and Schaffter 
mplo^s. “Beautiful!” His

this year.

to the scions of wealth. 
Schaffter's greatest pride is 
In the hright. eager young¬ 
sters from small communi¬ 
ties. He talks with excitement 
for hours about students from 
one-room schools in Isolated 
towns across Canada, who 
won scholarships to top-flight 
private schools and went on 
to lead their classes and com¬ 
munities, many of them on 
Rhodes scholarships. 

To get these students to a 
school like St. Michael's, 
where room, board and tui¬ 
tion cost in the $5,090 range. 
Schaffter is encouraging do¬ 
nations of scholarships be¬ 
cause. “what better way is 
there to invest one's money 
than to back a .soung person 
who is eager and able and 
hard working, and who 
wouldn't otherwise have the 
opportunity for a good educa¬ 
tion?” 

“Who would ever have 
heard of Cecil Rhodes if he 
hadn’t endowed his scholar¬ 
ships. or of Andrew Carnegie 
is he hadn't endowed li¬ 
braries across the conti¬ 
nent?" 

While many scholarships 
exist at the university level, 
few of them exist for high 
school students to attend 
schools such as St. Michael's, 
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where academically de¬ 
manding courses and other 
bright students can challenge 
a youngster to his or her best, 
Schaffter said. 

He cited the case of a far¬ 
mer student from Penticton 
who was at the top of his 
public school class in Grade 
10. but found himself in the 
bottom half of the class in the 
private residential school. 

“He buckled down, and by 
the end of two .years he was In 
the lop five students. He went 
on to get a unK-crsity scholar¬ 
ship and led his class there. 
He wrote me later that he 
couldn't have survived as he 
did without those two years in 
oursehool 


“I hope people will see that 
one of the'mast lasting me¬ 
morials they can esiablisb is 
a scholarship at this type of 
school.'' Schaffter contin¬ 
ued. 

Some students attending 
Eton In Ekigland are on schol¬ 
arships that bear the names 
of founders who died tOO 
years ago. 

The fact that youngsters 
were not challenge in many 
other schools was not the 
fault of the teachers, but a 
weakness of a system where 
bright youngsters were not 

"spark^” by being able to 
work with other bright stu¬ 
dents. Schaffter said. 

This year represented a 
“major transitional period" 
for the school, he said. Enrol¬ 


ment had net increased, but 
the student body was signifi¬ 
cantly different. 

“In the past, youngsters 
sometimes attended unwill¬ 
ingly or for the wrong rea¬ 
sons. Jn the last year, we 
have not willingly accepted 
any youngster who did not 
want to come, and have en¬ 
couraged those who did not 
want to stay to leave. 

“During the past year, 
more than 150 students have 
left the school, many of them 
disillusioned, dluffected. 
disgruntled, disinclined to 
work or not prepared to par¬ 
ticipate In an all-round pro¬ 
gram. 

"They have been replaced 
by 215 new students, all of 
them keen and eager. The 


result b a very exciting and 
positive atmosphere in the 
school" 

Greater emphasis was 
being placed on the school's 
boaiiding facilities. Schaffter 
said, producing a full-color 
brochure listing the advan¬ 
tages of boarding. 

"We have an enormous ad¬ 
vantage in being a boarding 
as well as a day school. A day 
school b llmit^ to one socio¬ 
economic neighborhood, 
while a boarding school has 
the whole world to recruit 
from. As a day school, we 
have a resenoir of local stu¬ 
dents to draw from, and can 
be more selective than an 
all-boarding school.” 

Selection implies rejection, 
however, and Schaffter 


admits having had to turn 
down a number of students he 
would like to have seen at the 
school Uiis year. 

The situation will probably 
get worse, he believes. 
Schools with which he has 
been associated In the past 
have had five to 10 times as 
many applicanb as vacan¬ 
cies. a situation his school 
may find itself in within two 
or three years. 

It had a very large num¬ 
ber of Mexicans and Canton¬ 
ese last year, a situation 
which Schaffter felt was 
somewhat unfair to those stu¬ 
dents. who came to Canada to 
learn English but found it 
hard to do so when they were 
living and working with their 
countrymen 


This year, 77 students come 
from other parts of B:C., 23 
from Xlberta. and others 
from Ontario and the Yukon. 
American students from 
Washington, Oregon. Utah, 
.Michigan. Washington. D.C., 
Alaska and California attend, 
as do youngsters from Zaire, 
Peru. Nicaragua. Mexico. 
Trinidad. Belgium. Dubai. 
Saudi Arabia, Japan, Korea 
and Iran. 

Ideally, says Schaffter. the 
school would have students 
from every province of Can¬ 
ada. from 20 or 30 countries 
on other continents, and from 
20 American states. 
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‘There’s a school 
of thought that says

One year’s supply 
of rejection slips

For r^-rr}' person ripping 
off tlte nnenipioyment intur- 
»nee scheme, there is in- 
other ripped off by the sys¬ 
tem that makes 
unemployment part of the 
Canadian lifestyle. 

Judith Rayburn, a 3S-year 
old former Unemployment 
Insurance Commission em¬ 
ployee who also spent four 
years with the federal Public 
.Sersice Commission, is one 
of the latter although she 
hasn't lost hope. 

The cold, hard facts of un¬ 
employment are the stack of 
rejection letters Ms. Rayburn 
has received In the past 13 
months, and the hundreds 
of job appointments sbe bas 
neatly and faithfully record¬ 
ed on Canada Manpower's 
prescribed forms. 

THESE FORMIDABLE 
documents are all the has to 
show for more than a year of 
looking for work. 

Behind the "seasonally-ad- 
justed statistics" are people 
like .Ms. Rayburn — intelli¬ 
gent. educated, and now for¬ 
gotten. 

She moved to B.C. about » 
months ago. .She chose It be 
cause of the forests, moun- 
laint and air, because it was 
less hostile than urban On¬ 
tario. 

She wants to stay in B.C. 
and bring her 17-year-old son, 
now staying with her former 
husband, here from Toronto. 
But she can't afford It and 
anyway, where would he 
stay? ^ now rents a room in 
James Bay and shares a 
bathroom down the hall. 

M.S. RAVBl'RN is confi 
dent and articulate and said 
she has not stopped smiling 
after 13 months of looking for 
work. 

She said in an interview: 
"I'm not a spendthrift. I'm 
really quite frugal. I ride a 
motorcycle that doesn't take 
up much gas, I've sayed a 
little and tried to be sol¬ 
vent. 

"I can honestly say I've 
really tried to the best of my 
ability to get a job. I don't 
know what anyone else can 
do. for'crying out loud." 

Her unemployment insur¬ 
ance claim ran out at the 
beginning of August — she 
will receive no more che¬ 
ques. 


WELFARE? SHE was de¬ 
nied welfare in Victoria be¬ 
cause she was not (yet) poor 
enough. 

She keeps a little money in 
the bank in case her parents, 
in Toronto, gel sick and she 
wants to see them. She is 
close to her parents. Her 
father. 71. has been ill with 
throat cancer. 

Her mother. SS. recently 
slopped working as an as¬ 
sembly-tine worker in>a small 
factory in Toronto. 

"Things aren't easy lor 
anybody, really," Ms. Ray- 
bum said. 

"Unemployment is a very 
serious p^lem and 1 seem 
to be a victim of it. 

“rrs NOT JUST a question 
o( being qualified for a posi¬ 
tion. It's also a question of 
so many people applying for 
one position." 

About sot people, including 
Ms. Rayburn, recently ap¬ 
plied for a position with the 
A.O. Nielsen marketing re¬ 
search firm in Toronto. 

At a physical fitness in¬ 
structor position she applied 
for. applicants were inter 
viewed three at a time. 

"The other person may 
need the job just as much as 
me." 

A L1.ST OF jobs she unsuc 
cessfully sought includes pro¬ 
gram developer, health In¬ 
structor. bus driver. 
Information officer, teacher, 
clerk, ambulance dispatch 
er. switchboard operator, re- 
habiButkm cquMellor, 
human righli ofTIcer, case 
worker for Mind persons, 
credit union teller, group 
home house parent and 
audio-visual counsellor. 

In B.C. she has applied to 
numerous organizations, in¬ 
cluding university and puMic 
libraries, department stores, 
schools, colleges. Canada 
Manpower, the Centre for 
Continuing Education, the 
Public Service Commissllon 
of B.C.. YWCA and B.C. 
Hydro. Nothing. 

MS'. RAYBURN has five 
years of government work 
experience under her bell. 
Prom 1*73 to 1377 she worked 
for the federal Pnblic Service 
Commission teaching Eng¬ 
lish to French civil servants 
in Ottawa. Before that, in 
1*73-73, she worked for the 
Unemployment Insurance 
Commission. 

The UIC was not a model of 
efficiency, she said.

"This might be why some 
people turned me down. 

"DURING THE Ust two 
world wars, women held jobs 
traditionally thought to be 
men's jobs. They did well in 
these jobs. Daycare centres 
were opened for their chil¬ 
dren. 

“After the wars, women 
were encouraged to go back 
to the home. Daycare centres 
were closed. 

"Women need to work just 
as much as men. If a woman 
wants a job. whether she's 
married or not, she should 
have one. 

"There doesn't seem to be 
much opportunity in Canada, 
particularly for young peo¬ 
ple 

"ABOUT 2* years ago. 
when I was completing high 
school . . I was strongly in¬ 
terested in Canadian unity 
and still am and I wouldn't 
want to see the country break 
up 

"Economically, we were 
always drawers of water and 
hewers of wood and other 
people were always ripping 
us off for our ngtural re¬ 
sources. But now that we 
have the Nrst inkling of politi¬ 
cal instability, these people 
aren't supporting us any¬ 
more. This must contribute to 
the lack of support for the 
dollar. International inflation 
is also a proMem . . "

Choice needed 
in retirement 
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EDMONTON (CP) - Man¬ 
datory retirement is dis- 
eriminatory, a waste of po¬ 
tential and a cause of 
unnecessary anxiety, a lead¬ 
ing psychologisl said recent¬ 
ly. 

Harry Mullens, ebairqian 
of the Saskatchewan Senior 
Citizens' Provincial (Council, 
said governments should de¬ 
velop policies on retirement 
which offer greater freedom 
of choice, 

"For many, the North 
American dream of the gol¬ 
den years becomes a threat 
of unfullfilment or Ju.st a bore 
because of Its superficial¬ 
ity." 

Mullens told the annual 
convention of the Canadian 
Institute of Chartered Ac¬ 
countants that forced retire¬ 


ment can be the beginning of 
the dying process. 

He said public funds should 
be used to offer second-ca¬ 
reer education to old adults 
and he urged employers to 
encourage tliose retiring to 
attend retirement planning 
courses in advance. 

He said the stereotyping of 
the aged as sexually inactive, 
mentally slow airi susce|>- 
tible to illness is unjustified. 

"The reality is that the el¬ 
derly are more diverse as a 
group than any younger age 
group, both physically and 
psychologically, in .strengths, 
appearance and personality 
characteristics. We cannot 
lump them together and say 
they are Just old."'

Almost every¬ 
one hls4iad sinusitis (inflam- 
mati<|>l.at one time or an- 
niher'The key to control is to 
allai'l the main cause of dls- 
uimfart—inadequate sinus 
dralnpge. If drainage is not 
adompHshed, sinuses fill, 
cause pressure, become in- 
flammed and bring the famil¬ 
iar "*lnus headache." 

For many the simplest 
measures are sufficient, hot 
wet packs, for example. Soak 
a heavy cloth (as a wash¬ 
cloth) Ip scalding water. 
Wring out the cloth and hold 
It to the nose and breathe in. 
Be sure II is not so hot as to 
scald tile skin. If an allerg.v is 
invnlvdd. antihistamines help 
shrink the sinus membranes 
and promote drainage. If sin¬ 
uses Stay plugg^. the 
chances of bacterial Infection 
increasf. so antibiotics may 
be needed. A steam inhalator 
is a gotkl investment for one 
prone to' sinus obstruction, 
mds know no season, so 
,v»ur seasonal trouble may be 
due to gollen or other aller¬ 
gen in- your area. In any 
event, ‘the steps I outline 
above c«n help make the sea¬ 
son a Ut more pleasant for 
you. •

they are asleep. They have a 
prickly feeling, and the hand 
is quite sore. Is there any¬ 
thing to do besides surgery? 
What happens, or what 
causes It? I've been told that 
surgery is not guaranteed 
and probablv won't help —

You can hear bad reports 
about almost any kind of sur¬ 
gery. When dealing with 
something as complicated as 
the body, guarantees cannot 
be made. 

Your problem sounds like 
the carpal tunnel syndrome, 
which can be caus^ by the 
pinching of a nerve in the 
wrist, from injury or from 
arthritis. The effect is a 
lightening of the pathway 
(tunnel) through which the 
nerve pas.ses. "Asleep" is not 
a bad term to use. The area is 
sort of asleep at this point 
becau.se the nerve action is 
interrupted. 

Contrary to what you have 
heard, surgery to relieve the 
pressure Is usually success¬ 
ful. There might be some 
lime before feeling returns 
and the pain subsides. Guar¬ 
antees may be offered by me¬ 
chanics. but not by sur¬ 
geons. 

Dear Dr. HiosIcmb; If es¬ 
trogen imbalance causes pre¬ 
menstrual tension won't es¬ 
trogen supplements relieve 
it? What's the thinking on 
this?-Mtrs. P.D. 

There is some thought that 
premenstrual tension is re¬ 
lated to an estrogen imbal¬ 


ance. But supplements have 
not had loo great an effect on 
the problem. The "big three" 
of treatment for this unpleas¬ 
ant situation consists of salt 
restriction (during that half 
of the cycle), water pills to 
remove excess fluids (todays 
before period), and exercise 
during the month. 

Dear Dr. Tbosleson: What 
is a urethral caruncle? What 
could cau.se it? Can it become 
malignant? Could it have 
anything to do with using hair 
dy e? -S.C. 

The damage cannot be re¬ 
paired. a very good rea.sun to 
delect It early so it ran be 
treated.

A caruncle is any abnor¬ 
mal fold in a mucous mem¬ 
brane. A urethral caruncle is 
such a fold at the outlet (me¬ 
atus) of the urethra in 
women. The urethra Is the 
urinary outlet. It may cause 
discomfort on urination and. 
in some, a deviation of the 
urinary stream. The rau.se is 
not knownjbut it has nothing 
to dll with' hair d.ve The 
caruncle can be removed 
surgically, if necessary.

Garden Notes 




As a lazy KardentT and a natural- 
bom proiTasllnalur. I have been putilnij 
off lb« Job of dlRginK up (he houseplants 
which have been spending their sum¬ 
mer holidays outdoors and potting them 
up to bring In for (he winter. The danger 
of night froats Is Increasing, though, and 
I'm afraid I'll have to get the lead out of 
my blue Jeans and get cracking at this 
rather unplea.sant chore. 

The first part of the Job Is alwa.vs (he 
worst—getting down (be old. dirt-en- 
cruated flower pots from a shelf in the 
garage and scrubbing them. Every year 
1 make a solemn vow to clean them up 
before putting them away, but with ail 
the pressure of spring planting, it never 
gets done, and of course the Job Is twice 
as hard In (he fall after the dirt has 
dried on hard. 

.Some folks can't see (he sense in 
washing flower pots when you're Just 
going to dirty them up again with soil, 
but 1 ran assure th<^ doubters (bat 
encrusted spots on the inside walls of 
the pots can set up all kinds of obscure 
aliments In your plants. 

I am permitted—under protest-to 
use the bathtub in our basement bath¬ 
room for this garden dishwashing 
chore, and I use nice, sudsy water aj- 


moat hot enough to parboil my hands. A 
little household disinfectant Is added to 
the water to kill off any pest eggs or 
disease spores. 

For scrubbing both clay and plastic 
pots. I have yet to find anything better 
than a little round brush used normally. 
I believe, for scrubbing vegetables. 

I don't suppose any man feels par¬ 
ticularly heroic while washing dishes 
with an apron tied around his middle. 
When (he pantywaist aspect of launder¬ 
ing flower pots bothers me, though. I 
console myself with the thought that the 
great Luther Burbank himself started 
bis horticultural career scrubbing pots 
in a commercial greenhouse. 

In selecting which pot for which 
plant. I have b^me a great believer in 
picking one which appears to be about 
one size too small. iVue. you have to 
water your houseplants more frequent¬ 
ly, but in a smallish pot almost filled 
with active roots, the soil never has a 
chance to become stagnant and water¬ 
logged, and .vou get better aeration with 
a more vigorous root action. Many a 
gloxinia or begonia has dropped its 
buds, and many an African violet has 
lost its outer leaves as a result of soggy, 
sour soil tn a (oo-large pot. 

The difference Is not obvious in fo¬ 


liage plants, but with flowering plants, 
they seem to be in a much bigger hurry 
to produce their blooms when their tors 
are pinched in a pot Just a (rifle tun 
small fur comfort. 

In a big. roomy pot. they tend to go 
all fat and lazy, making Tots of leaves 
but not much In the way of flowers 
Geraniums are particularly responsive 
to this treatment, blooming sooner and 
much more profusely when their roots 
are Just slightly cramped. 

Another little (rick in potting house- 
plants Is to put about an inch of gravel Jn 
(he bottom of (he pot. I scrounged a 
bucketful of nice clean gravel from the 
road gang the last time they were 
patching the potholes out in front of our 
house, and I wouldn't dream of potting 
up any kind of a plant without (his 
drainage layer In the bottom. Where 
gravel Isn't available, bits of broken 
earthenware flower pots will serve the 
same purpose. 

Not that gravel or baked clay have 
any magic properties contributing to 
b<‘tter growth—it Is simply insurance 
against careless nr improper watering 
With the gravel layer, an overdnae of 
water ran find its way nut nf the pni 
without souring the soil ...

private boat slips and (heir 
view of Sausallto and Aka- 
tra; and ths- shining skyline 
of San Francisco. It was at 
most a caricature of (he good 
American life: the handsome 
ageless suntanned women at 
(heir flowers; the tawny 




schoolgirl's on their bicycles: 
Ihe Sevilles and Volvo 
wagons and Mercedeses In 
the driveways; Ihe air of tidi¬ 
ness. health, harmony, taste, 
abundance and gentility. 
Even the dogs were obviously 
purebred, and seemed to be 
sitting in appointed places as 
If posing for televisioo ads. 

"Don't forget." I said, an¬ 
noyed at myself for feeling 
envious, “this Is Matin Coun¬ 
ty. It's probably one big soap 
opera. Alcoholic wives. Ooor- 
toiloor adultery. Kids on 
hash. Husbands bypas.sed on 
the corporate ladder, buried 
In debt."

red trim. 

The map shows San Quen¬ 
tin as a (own. as well as Ihe 
site of the stale penitentiary. 
The road turns off Just before 
you come to the Richmond 
Bridge; we followed it and 
quickly came to the prison 
gates. There Is a liny post 
office and a row of half a 
dozen bungalows on one side 
of the narrow street, and a 
guard station, visitor's en¬ 
trance, and gift‘shop In a 
one-story building on the 
other. -San Quentin isn't a 
tourist trap; we had no trou¬ 
ble parking 

The gift shop is plain as a 
log cabin Inside, with hand 
made Jewelry and leather' 
goods displayed on Ihe walls 
or in ca.ses. It was deserted, 
except for a tall. lean, leath¬ 
ery man who stood against 
the counter by a cash regis¬ 
ter. He nodded. 

"Is there actually a town of 
.San Quentin?" I asked him 

"You're in It." he said. 

"When was the prison 
painted?"

“They finished It early this

When I ask my advertising friends 
why belter programs aren't put on the 
air. and kept on the air. until (he public 
is educated to like them, they repl) : 
"You can't force (he public to like any¬ 
thing." 

But you can. This Is the whole idea in 
bark of commercials. The radio and TV 
men know that if you plug a product 
long enough and haid enough. Ihe public 
will go (or It. 

This Is how they Justify the repetitive 
commercial. This Is how they sell prod¬ 
ucts—bad ones as easily as good ones. 
This Is how they sell Ihe Immature beer, 
Ihe harsh cigarette, Ihe brand of aspirin 




that is no different from anybody vise's 
brand of a.spirin. 

I’ublic taste and opinion are nol con¬ 
sidered when It comes to Ihe commer¬ 
cials. Commercials are didactic they 
tell you what to like, and why to like ft 
They cram Ihe product down your 
throat, on the theory that if you see and 
hear a thing often enough, vou will want 
it. 

If this is true (and it is), then it 
logically follows that Ihe public can be 
educaM (or Indoclrinated. or whatever 
verb you care to use) to respond to 
belter music, better plays and bs'lter 
programs gc-nerally. 

If radio and television devoted om' 
tenth of the rnt‘rgy in elevating Us 
entertainment standards that is now- 
expended In making the "hard sell" for 
products, within a year the public would 
be buying a better brand of culture, and 
loving It. 

The argument that "we have to give 
Ihe public what it wants" Is false and 


hypocritical, because Ihe whole eco¬ 
nomic structure nf radio and lelevition 
depends fur its life on making Ihe pOblic 
want what it didn't know it wanted 
before. 

But then- is an immediate profit in 
selling a product to Ihe public—and no 
almmtdiate profit in selling a higher 
level of entertainment. In (hi- long run. 
of course, poor programs weaken and 
debase our swiely; but "society" is an 
abstract word, while "sales" Is a con 
Crete one. 

l,el Ihe hucksters Justify their eyni 
cism and vulgarity any w ay they please, 
but let them not blame it on the puMic. 

The public has no tasle for dog bis 
cults, bill will buy any brand lhal Is 
promoled wilh force, skill and repeti 
tioa. Radio and television are simpl.s 
unwilling tn employ the same talenis 
. toward the propagation nf long-range 
values, and they are rosponsible for our 
moronic paltern nf mass entertain

calls earlier from the medi 
cal and legal professions for 
tighter security of private 
medical information. 

Onlarifl Health Minister 
Dennis Tlmbrell had referred 
to cases documented in the 
I'nited .States about persons 
who were fired, demoted or 
refused jobs because of pri¬ 
vate information obtained 
from their medical files. 

Dr. Roberts said that by 
use of advanced medical 



technology, a large number 
of genetic disea.ses .such as 
spinal bifida, a spinal defect, 
or Down syndrome, a form of 
retardation, could be deter¬ 
mined after special tests on 
the fetus 

The tests, known as antena¬ 
tal genetic diagnosis, are 
performed on pregnant 
women found to be at risk 
after medical histories, ob¬ 
stetrical evaluation and age 
are considered. Antenatal 
refers to things occurring or 
formed before birth. 

The evaluation or genetic 
counselling before testing Is 
"entirely dependent on the 
history of the family and 
their di.sea.ses supplied by the 
family members them¬ 
selves." Dr. Roberts said. 

Not all genetic di.seases are 


hereditary, she explained, 
except in a very few cases, 
"but they are abnormalities 
of (he material which con¬ 
trols heredity." 

In some cases, the more 
often some disea.ses occurred 
in the family, the more likely 
they were to take place again 
for reasons not always known 


to science, said Dr. Roberts. 

Using the example of the 
adopted child, she said: 
“Suppose of the natural par¬ 
ents. the father had hemo- 
phs-lia then the girl child 
might carry the disease and 
pass It on to her son without 
knowing it."

The only school to apply for 
Group One funding was St. 
Margaret's, a girls' boarding 
and day school in Saanich. 
Principal Mickey Sendall 
said Ihe titt received for 
each qualifying student had 
gone Into upgrading educa¬ 
tional equipment, and other 
operating costs. 

Tuition fees went up slight¬ 
ly this year, she said, but not 
as mu^ as they would have 
had Ihe school not anticipated 
the government funding. 

Perhaps the most cautions - 
approach has been taken by 
Glenlyon. a Grades MO boys' 
school in Oak Bay. Glenlyon 
It charging parents the nor¬ 
mal fees, but It putting Ihe 
government funding into Its 
operating budget, and par- 
enu will be refunded any 
surplus at Ihe end of Ihe year. 
The theory is that parents 
should be able to come up 
with the regular fees in rate 
the funding it withdrawn or 
reduced in the future, but 
should still benefit from fund¬ 
ing the school does get.

Roman Catholic .schools, 
heavily subsidized by local 
parishes, have Iradliionally 
charged very low fees, so that 
in deciding n<nv to spend the 
government money, school 
boards elected to pul it Into 
instructional expenses and 
teachers' salaries, signifi¬ 
cantly lower than those at 
moat other .schools.

school, St. Mickad's Univer¬ 
sity School, said tuition there 
did not go up this year, and 
without the grant H would 
have gone up nearly the full 
tfW. 

With a low pupil-teacher 
ratio and teachers paid at 
public school rates, the funds 
had goqe Into general operat¬ 
ing expenses to keep tuition 
fees down, Schaffter said. 

Saanich Christian elemen¬ 
tary school has applied 97 per 
cent of the money to educa¬ 
tional upgrading. Ihe school'i 
1978-79 budget shows. An¬ 
other 18 per cent will go into 
teachers' sslaries. bringing 
them closer to public-schoql 
levels, while the remainliu 29 
per cent was used to reauce 
tuition fees by about lO per 
cent 

Norfolk House, a Grades 
1-12 girls school In Oak Bay. 
has applied most of the fund¬ 
ing to reduce its operating 
deficit, school board chair¬ 


man Dr. Charles .Simpson 
said. 

"We have operated on a 
lough budget In Ihe past, and 
had to have some rather 
painful fund-raising drives. 
This has certainly got us out 
of that, and is really going to 
get US back on a taler foot¬ 
ing." 

Teachers' salaries a( Nor¬ 
folk House were already rea¬ 
sonably close to those paid by 
public schools. Simpson sold, 
the result of a decision made 
several years ago, when tui¬ 
tion fees were raised by 40 
per cent to pay better aa- 
laries. This year they were 
put up by five per cent, before 
the amount of tbe govern¬ 
ment grant was known. 

■Simpaon echoed tbe aentl 
ments of many Independent 
school supporters however, 
whan he said. "I don't think 
any nf the Independent 
schools are under the Im¬ 
pression that this Is going to 
last forever." 


A few unexpected wrinkles 
have already appeared. 

Norfolk House, for In- 
vtonce, did not receive quite 
as much as It antlclpotod, for, 
several reasons. Simpaon 
tald. For one thing, the pri¬ 
vate schools are not quite as 
strict about emrance ages as 
the public Khools, in which i 
strict Dec. 31 deadline for 
turning six years old la ad¬ 
hered to for Grade I stu¬ 
dents. 

.Students ip Grade I who 
were not six by Ihe public 
school deadline are eligible 
for only half the remlar 
amount. Simpson noted. In 
addition, the school had some 
problems with a section of the 
legislation requiring each eli¬ 
gible student to have re¬ 
ceived 139 days of luillon 
by May 19. 

Since the Norfolk House 
school year Is slightly differ- 
•enl from that of the public 
schools, some students who 
had a significant amount of 


absenteelam during the 
school year had not bad the 
required number of days of 
tuition. 

One other problem that 
cropped up over the summer 
was tbe government's move 
to notify the parents of each

They swing It with a 
jaunty air as they stride past the 
stock exchange. 

Now the traditional "brolly" has 
become something els»—a symbol of 
murder, as Scotland Yard's antl-ter 
ror .squad Investigates two bizarre 
deaths. 

Somewhere In London la an um¬ 
brella either sharpened like a lance 
or fitted with a compressed-air pistol 
atucbment. 

Dead are two BBC workers. Both 
were Bulgarian defectors.

a month ago when he complained of 
being stabbed with a pol.son-tlpped 
umbrella by a man who vanished In a 
cab. Doctors found a pInhead-sIzed 
metal ball under his skin. It has been 
drilled out to take either poison or a 
deadly virus. 

His widow said he had lived In fear 
of Bulgaria's secret police. 

The second man to die was Vladi¬ 
mir SImeonov, a friend and co-work¬ 
er of Markov. Doctors diagnosed 
cause of death as asphyxia from in¬ 
haling blood from a broken nose. 

Police want to know what caused 
him to fall and Injure hlm.<>elf. 

A victim who survived was also a 
Bulgarian emirgre. Vladimir Kostov, 
based In Paris. 

French surgeons removed a pel¬ 


let—Identical to the one taken from 
Markov—from Rostov's bark. It had 
been fired at him In a Paris snb- 
way. 

Like Markov and SImeonov, Kos¬ 
tov was a journalist. 

Scotland Yard placed the two Brit 
ish cases under jim Nevlll, chief of 
the anti terror squad who stated cau¬ 
tiously: “It is fair to say we are look¬ 
ing at all... possibilities." 

The investigation Is focussed on the 
BBC's external sen’lces area. 

"There are a lot of very, very 
unhappy people here—I'm pretty 
upset myself," said David Buckley, 
head of the Bulgarian section. 

While the ingenious umbrella 
weapon captures headlines here, 
questions are being raised whether 


other such slayings have gone un¬ 
detected. 

A Soviet emigre working with the 
BBC's Russian service said: “Until 
now, all the exiles from the Soviet 
and communist states who work for 
the BBC thought It was only people 
like Sqhhenltsyn and prominent dis¬ 
sidents like Sakharov who were 
under threat." 

“We thought ourselves small fry 
and beneath the interest of secret 
services. But now, with this latest 
death, who knows?" 

As an indication that people are 
getting Jittery, there was a case 
when a Bulgarian stopped a police 
special patrol group vehicle in Ox¬ 
ford Street and ask^ for help. 

Scotland Yard is still evaluating 
that case.

She 
must keep cool, use her 
head and make quick de¬ 
cisions, surrounded by a 
lot of tough men. 

Mrs. Marchand has 
been a career woman all 
of her adult life. She is the 
wife of actor Pal Sparer 
and mother of David, 26. 
Kathryn. 22. and Rachel. 
17. “I think it's better for 
kids not to have to look at 
their mother all the 
time,” she .says. 

BORN IN Buffalo. 
N. Y., she graduated from 
Carnegie Tech and went 


to New York where she 
studied at the American 
Theatre Wing. 

"I used to come out 
here and do live televi¬ 
sion—things like Play¬ 
house M” she said. 
"When the series took 
over TV my hushand and 
I became Involved in 
eastern repertory the¬ 
atres.

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NASA gets duty back 
—gem sent to Venus 


MOFFETT FIELD. Clllf. (EPD-NASA 
will get a $12,mw refund for the duty It paid 
on an Imported Dutck diamond because the 
agency exported It—aboard a Pioneer 
spacecraft now rocketing toward Venua. 

According to customs law, duty on an 
import can be returned If the item becomes 
a component of soradUilng shipped out of the 
countiV. 

NASA's $30,000, quarter-sized Jewel was 
shipped out Aug. 0 in the Venus 2 multiprobe 
spacecraft designed to collect data about the 
planet’s clouds and atmosphere. 

The gem serves as the "porthole” through 
which six radiometer detetiors can send out 
infrared beams used In for measurement, 
said NASA spokesman Peter Waller. 


By Nov. 20. the Ploneer-Venus spacecraft 
will split into five smaller crafts. Nine¬ 
teen days later, the five probes are experts 
to enter the Venusian atmosphere, lake 
measurements and disintegrate before hit¬ 
ting the surface. 

Scientists at NASA's Ames Research Cen¬ 
tre designed a diamond window aboard one 
of the probes because no other stone or glass 
could withstand the heat and pressure of the 
cloud surrounding Venus and still let 
through infrared wavelengths. 

Eventually, the diamond will end up on the 
sizzling planet crust, where the temperature 
approaches $00 degrees Celsius.

The tap’s on 
in subdivision 
control drive 


CAMPBELL RIVER- 
Municipal council i» inviting 
public response lo proposed 
amendmenik to the current 
.Subdivision Control Bylaw. 

Proposed changes are in- 
lended to reflect the munici¬ 
pality's existing development 
policies, cover rurai subdivi¬ 
sion standards, servicing 
cosis, smaller minimum resi- 
dential lot sizes and expand 
ed design guidelines. 

Reducing the minimum 
residential lot size from 6.000 
to S.OOO square feet is Intend¬ 
ed to help keep the cost of 
housing down. 

While all subdivisions 
would not automatically go to 
the lower lot size, the number 
that would Is expected to put 
housing costs more within 
people's reach. 

Another amendment Is in¬ 
tended to provide a more 
equitable sharing of the cost 
of service installation be¬ 
tween subdividers. 

The proposal calls for dc 
velopers who install services 
which directly benefit other 
subdivisions lo be entitled lo 


a pro-rated rebate on the cost 
of such services. The sug¬ 
gested time frame for the 
rebate Is five years. 

Revised subdivision stan¬ 
dards would eliminate the 
discrepancy with rural subdi¬ 
visions hating to build curbs, 
gutters and storm sewers to 
the same standards as urban 
subdivisions. 

The proposed amendment 
allows for a lower standard in 
rural subdivisions. 

In areas where under 
ground drainage is proved b.\ 
an engineering report to be 
sufficient, subdivisions could 
be built without installing 
storm .sewers. 

However, - the developer 
could be required to put up 13 
per cent of the cost of storm 
sewer constructions for a 
period of five years to guard 
against later problems. • 

Draft copies of the pro 
posed amendments are avail 
able al the municipal hall and 
the public is asked lo submit 
any written briefs before Oct. 
30. 1978. More information 
can be obtained by contacting 
municipal hall. 


Board negligent

Two hijacking trials studied

iro under way In West 
(;ermany. and their out¬ 
come could touch off 
communist accusations 
that this country employs 
a double standard in 
dealing with air piracy. 

It will depend on the 
severity of the panlsh- 
ment imposed on the 
three young defendants if 
they are found guilty. 
Relatively mild sen¬ 
tences would, in the East 
Bloc view, represent an¬ 
other display of hypoc¬ 
risy in Bonn's campaign 
for international co-op¬ 
eration In combatting the 
illegal selinre of air¬ 
liners. 

East European spokes¬ 
men have repeatedly ac¬ 
cused Bonn of uking a 
tough line in hijacking of 
Lufthansa planes and 
others that harm West 
German interests, while 
turning the other cheek 
when it comes to hijack¬ 
ing of communist air¬ 
liners by Individuals 
claiming to seek political 
asylum in the West. Bonn 
insists it applies a sln^e 
standard in dealing with 
alijiiracy. 

The dffendants in the 
two current trials, both 
being held in Frankfurt, 
all claim they were seek¬ 
ing asylum In the West. 


The first trial opened 
Sept. M. The primary de¬ 
fendant Is Vlastimll Tou- 
pallnk, a 3ft-year-old air 
traffic controller forCSA. 
the Cxechoslovak nation¬ 
al airline, who hijacked a 
CSA domostic airliner 
carrying It passengers 
last October and diverted 
it to Frankfurt. He was 
accompanlod by his fian¬ 
cee, Rusena Vickova. 22, 
also a CSA employe. 

A week later, the sec- 
> ond trial opened. The de¬ 
fendant is Ladislav Uol- 
nar. a 2S-year-ald 
\universlly student, who 
hijacked a CSA airliner to 
Frankfurt last February. 

Molnar claimed he had 
been dismissed from the 
university and forced to 
work as a laborer for 
signing the charter ’77 
manifesto, a document 
protesting alleged human 
rights violations. 

As they have in all 
other cases. West Ger¬ 
man authorities refused 
Czechoslovakia's de¬ 
mand that the hijackers 
be extradited. Prague, 
which has no extradition 
treaty with Bonn, sought 
their return under The 
Hague and Montreal con¬ 
ventions on hijacking, 
claiming their demand 
was “fully in keeping" 
with the.se two agree¬ 
ments. 

West Germany, which 
has extradition treaties 
with only 32 countries (in¬ 


cluding only Yugoslavia 
among the communist 
slates) maintains ite 
courts have jurisdiction 
in such cases since part of 
the crime occun^ in 
('•erman territory or air¬ 
space. Imposition of light- 
sentences in the latest 
cases could undermine 
the effectiveness of the 
lough, ne# international 
sanctions that the seven 
leading Western nations 
proclaimed. at the Bonn 
economic summit In July. 
The seven — the UnlM 
States, West (Jermany, 
Britain, France, Japan, 
Canada and Italy — 
vowed to impose a civil 
aviation boycott against 
any nation that refuses to 
extradite hijackers or in¬ 
stitute legal proceedings 
against them. 

The boycott threat is 
expected to be a deter¬ 
rent against countries 
that have allowed people 
that have poltical sym¬ 
pathies they share to go 
free. 

The East Bloc claims 
that West Germany is 
using this technique in 
dealing with hijackers 
from communist states. 
Further, Western nations 
should net expect an East 
Bloc country to extradite 
a wanted hijacker since 
neither West (Germany 
nor any other Western 
state has ever returned a 
hijacker who claimed 


political persecution back 
home. 

The justice ministry of¬ 
ficial argued that such 
persons are not in the 
same league as a tarror 
ist hijacker who is seek¬ 
ing ransom money or the 
release of jailed confed¬ 
erates, especially If there 
is no violence Involved. 

Yet such distinctions 
supposadly should have 
no beariiu on the treat¬ 
ment of hijackers. Both 
communist and Western 
states have proclaimed 
aerial hijacking a “crimi¬ 
nal act' regardless of mo¬ 
tive involved. 

Common Market na¬ 
tions have sought to strip 
hijack cases of political 
influences In dealing with 
air piracy. In the 1177 Eu¬ 
ropean Cionventlon for the 
Suppression of Terror¬ 
ism. the countries sought, 
as one expert put K, to 
facilitate the extradition 
and prosecution of perpe¬ 
trators of terrorist acts 
even though such acts 
might be politically moti¬ 
vated and thus normally 
be excluded from existing 
extraditioo treaties" 

In denying that West 
Germany maintains a 
double standard on hi¬ 
jacking. the justice min¬ 
istry official, who asked 
■hat his identity be with¬ 
held. insisted that such 
cases are governed by the 
national constitutloo, ex¬ 
tradition treaties and 


other legal factors. 

“Our laws forbid the 
extradition of any person 
if there Is reason to be¬ 
lieve that he will be sub¬ 
jected to a political, rath¬ 
er than a criminal trial," 
the official said. “And the 
requesting country must 
assure us that the person 
win be tripd only for the 
offense for wiiich the ex¬ 
tradition is requested.” 

He said penalties for hi¬ 
jackers s^lng asylum 
are growing progressive¬ 
ly stiffer. Yet a sampling 
of sach cases since 1978 
shows that punishment, 
which under German law 
could range from 12 
months to life impri.son- 
ment, has increased only 
marginally. 

Hijackers from East 
Europe generally re¬ 
ceived sentences of from 
two to four years. In a 
1971 case, two Czechoslo¬ 
vaks were sentenced to 
seven years In prison for 
a MJacklng in which the 
pilot was shot and wound¬ 
ed. 

That same year, nine 
Csnchoslovak hijackers 
received terms of three to 
seven years for a hijack¬ 
ing in which the pilot was 
killed and other passen¬ 
gers were beaten with 
bottles. The slayer, how¬ 
ever, had commit!^ sui¬ 
cide during the trial, and 
the rest were sentenced 
as accessories to the kill- 
lag and related offenses.

Law society ruling 
on conflict issue 


Vancouver benchers wlU provide Saanich 
council with an Independent legal opinion 
on several questions concerning the validity 
of tte Minnie Mountain land-use contract 
and a possible cenfllct of Interest involving 
Aid- David Paterson. Mayor Mel Couve- 
lief said Wednesday. 

Aldermen voted this week to ask the ex¬ 
ecutive of the Law Society of B.C. to recom¬ 
mend a lawyer who would advise council on 
the controversial issues. 

But rather than naming one firm, the 
society told Saanich Wednesday that the 
benchers had agreed to render a deci¬ 
sion by the Nov. t deadline set by council. 

The decision to seek Che Independent opin¬ 
ion was taken Monday in the wake of 
allegations by AM. John Mika about a pos¬ 
sible conflict of interest in last week's public 
hearing when aldermen approved the multi- 
mlllioa-dollar housing scheme by a nar¬ 
row i-4 vote. 

The questions council wants answered 
deal with allegations made by Mika about a 
possible conflict-of-interest situation Involv¬ 


ing Paterson which prejudiced his right to' 
vote at the heating, and that the legal firm 
Peartman and Lindholm. which provides 
legal serv ices on a contract basis to Saanich 
and negotiated the land-use contract with 
Broadmead Farms Ltd. has also acted for 
the developers and another company, 
RAM Development Co. Ltd., in which gen- 
ertl manager Gordon Rolston Is a piincl- 
pal. 

Society members will be asked to decide 
whether Pearlman and Lindholm violated 
its trust to Saanich by negotiating the con¬ 
tract with a firm it represented; whether 
Paterson violated his fiduciary status as an 
alderman, or whether he violiled his oath 
of office by voting after a question of propri¬ 
ety had bm rais^. 

Council also wants to know whether a yes 
answer to such questions voids the land-use 
contract and council't decision. 

Aldermen have given the land-use con¬ 
tract bylaw three readings, but it will re¬ 
main in limbo until the questions are an¬ 
swered.

The Canadian currency 
came back from a battering 
earlier this week, when It hit 
a 4$-year low twice. 

But the trend reversed it¬ 
self sharply Tuesday and 
continued Wednesday as 
speculators, mainly on Chi¬ 
cago's imemallonal mone¬ 
tary market, rushed to make 
a profit by buying Canadian 
dollars with U.S. currency. 


Chretien backs down 
on economic outlook 


OTTAWA (CP)-Flpance 
.Minister Jean Chretien drew 
back from two of hla eco¬ 
nomic predictions Wednes¬ 
day. saying the country 
might fall short of the $4-bll- 
lion trade surplus and the 
four-per-cent growth rale he 
had been forecasting. 

He told an Impromptu news 
conference that the govern¬ 
ment planned no change In Its 
economic policy, but ttere 
could be day-to-^y modifica¬ 
tion In its tactics to defend 
the dollar on world currency 
markets. He said such flexi¬ 
bility was necessary to stay a 
few Steps ahead of currency- 
traders and International 
speculators.

He said he might be forced 
to revise his estimate of the 
goveramenl's cash require¬ 
ments for the year. Chretien 
has promised the govern¬ 
ment's year-end requirement 
will not exceed $13 billion, but 
Opposition Leader Joe Clark 
has said the deficit might run 
as high as $18 billion 

Chretien defended the gov-

The Toronto-based Gallup organization said Liberal 
support in iseplember dropped four percentage points 
among decided voters, while the main opposition parlies 
picked up the Liberals' lost pointx 

According to the poll, the Liberals receiv ed 41 percent of 
the vote, compared with 45 percent in the August survey. 
The Conservatives — who have trailed the Liberals since 
May when they ran even — registered 38 percent, up three 
percent. The New Democratic Party look 17 percent, a rise 
of two percent.

Roy Klamr, special agent In charge of 
the FBI office in SI. Louis, identified the 
suspects as Edward J. Mendenhall. $4. a 
life insurance company employee from 
Rochester. N.Y., and Kurils J. Schiniit. 
a 22-year-old carpet cleaner formerly from 


.St. Louis and now living In Kansas City. 

Klager said a fuglllvn^arrant was issued 
for a third suspect In me case, James W. 
Cosgrove, 28, of Ovid, N.Y. 

The FBI said the three men were accused 
of conspiring to steal the navy submarine 
USS Trepang, based at New London. 

The FBI refused to say whether the 
missile that might have been launched 
during the getaway would have been nucibar 
or conventional. However, the Trepang Is 
known to be equipped with nuclear mis¬ 
siles. 


Klager said Mendenhall. Schmitt and 
Cosgrove met with an undercover FBI 
agent last month in New York. 

"They explained their plan to train a 
12-man crew to steal the submarine . . . and 
lake it to a destination In the Atlantic Ocean, 
where It would be turned over to a purchas¬ 
er." Klager said in a statement. 

Klager refused to say who the prospective 
purchaser was or to Identify the purchaser's 
nationality. 

The FBI said Cosgrove gaVe the un¬ 
dercover agent a written plan which de 


scribed an attempt to board the submarine 
from a another vessel. 

"They intended to use plastic explosives to 
sink (the vessel) In the New London harbor 
to create confusion and block other ves.sels." 
Klager said. "They then would board the 
Trepang, kill the crew members on board 
and steam out of New London harbor." 

He said to create a diversion and to 
cover the flight, several alternatives were 
mentioned, "Including firing one of the sub's 
missiles at New London or. alternatively, on 
one of several principal east coast ctlles."

There were a lot 
of challenges In the job and I 
can live with myself," he 
safd.

Directors from the Capital 
Region Board and their 
Greater Vancouver counter¬ 
parts held a special public 
meeting Tuesday In Vancou¬ 
ver to map a joint strategy on 
transit.

Asked whether he consider¬ 
ed FitzPatrick's firing moral¬ 
ly defensible in view of his 3l 
years of service, the mayor 
said that question was ''^- 
ting Into the realm of opin¬ 
ion.” and he wouldn't take 
part In any such conjecture. 

"As far as humanitarian 
ireatinent of an employee is 
concerned. Mr. FitzPatrick 
should be the judge. It's none 
o( your business, or mine," 
the mayor said. 

Young was also asked by 
reporters why FitzPatrick 
had not been given the option 
of another job to serve out bis 
five years If city council con¬ 
sidered him unsuitable to 
head the persoonel depart¬ 
ment.

DITICAN—Charlie, the lovesiick bull 
elk that captured the hearts of Cowi- 
chaa Valley animal lovers and pho¬ 
tographers for the last three yean, was 
denlroyed Tuesday by Fish and Wildlife 
ufficers. 

The bull elk. which frequented fields 
in the Somenos-Road area, was shot 
after area farmen complained that the 
animal had killed and bothered their 


Many residents complained abotU the 
kilUng to the Cokmist saying Charlie 
should not have been shot, but tranquil¬ 
lized and moved to a different location. 

Duncan Fish and Wildlife officer Ken 
Broadland said several attempts were 
made to traaquilliae the elk and move H 
to Cowichaa-NItinat district, but the 
animal was running too fast. 

Asked why wildlife officers did not use 


a keKcopter In erder to get close enough 
to the animal to make the tranquillizer 
effective, a practice followed In lagging 
a fast-moving animal for reteareh, he 
said: "We just don't have that kind of 
money.” 

In a prepared statement, Broadland 
said "H was found the animal had been 
diot last year and the attending veteri¬ 
narian believed that the animal had 


coosideratile infectioa and still had the 
bullet In him.” 

The bull eik became the subject of 
wide controversy last year when It was 
injnred In the shoulder by a careless 
hunter. Many I nce n s ed animal lovers 
patrolled the district searching for the 
hunter in an effort to protect the elk 
from further wounding. 

Broadland suted the elk had since 


killed a five-year-old domestfc cow and 
driven two other cows from a ma¬ 
nure pit from which they had to be 
rescu^ with farm equipment. He said 
the elk had alto trM to run down a 
lead cow of one of the herds. 

The elk's strange behavior might 
have been a result of the previous 
wounding, which made the animal un¬ 
able to cope with other bull elks seeking 


the attentions of female elks In the 
herd. 

"After several attempts were made to 
tranquillize the elk and remove It to 
Cowichan-NItinat district.” Broadland 
stated, "it was decided there was no 
alternative but to destroy the elk." 

He said the meat was unfit for human 
consumption because of the drug and 
infection from the previous gun shot 
wound. 


Council-region 
dispute snags 
arena opening

DUNCAN—Cowichan Com 
munity Centre arena's sche¬ 
duled opening Saturday has 
been placed in doubt because 
of a dispute between North 
Cowichan municipality and 
the Cowichan Valley Region¬ 
al District. 

North Cowichan has de¬ 
manded an SttS.OtM perfor¬ 
mance bond from CVRD 
guaranteeing completion of 
paving at the centre's park¬ 
ing lots before North Cowi¬ 
chan will Issue an occupancy 
permit for the complete por¬ 
tions of the centre. 

At an emergency meeting 
of CVRD Monday night, the 
board voted not to comply 
fully with the requirements 
set out by North Cowichan. 

The CVRD board moved 


that North Cowichan be in¬ 
formed "that there is suffi¬ 
cient parking available for 
those facilities, that are pro¬ 
posed U> be open.” 

The board also agreed to 
send a letter to North Cowl- 
chan stating "H will issue a 
performance bond at the time 
of substantial completion of 
its theatre and library in the 
amount of the coat of work 
still to be carried out to com¬ 
plete unfinished parking 
areas.” 

It was not clear Tuesday 
whether the new resolution 
by CVRD would be enough to 
satisfy North Cowkhao's re¬ 
quirements and whether the 
occupancy permit would be 
issued. North Cowichan 
Mayor George Whittaker, 
main proponent for the post¬ 
ing of the bond, was una 
vailable for comment

Meawbile. CVRD adminis¬ 
trator Ralph Kier said there 
would be no difficulty In post¬ 
ing the perfomanee bond.

Director Leo KuU said: "If 
Mayor Whittaker wants to 
shut down the centre, then let 
him go ahead. It would be 
unfortunate, but the public 
should be informed why they 
were not able to use the 
centre and the mayor should 
be made aware of the conse¬ 
quences of his acUoat." 

He said, "We shouldn't be 
bullied by the political and 
financial clout of North Cowi¬ 
chan.”

The proposal calls for de¬ 
velopers who install services 
which directly benefit other 
subdivisions to be entitled to 
a pro-rated rebate on the cost 
of such services. The sug¬ 
gested time frame for the 
rebate is five years. 

Revised subdivision stan¬ 
dards would eliminate the 
diKrepancy with rural subdi¬ 
visions having to build curbs, 
guuers and storm sewers to 
the same standards as urban 
subdivisions. 

The proposed amendment 


allows for a lower standard in 
rural subdivisions. 

In areas where under¬ 
ground drainage is proved by 
an engineering report to be 
sufficient, subdivisions could 
be built without installing 
storm sewers. 

However, the developer 
could be required to put up IS 
per cent of the cost of storm 
sewer constructioas for a 
period of five years la guard 
against later problems.

Chretien backs down 
on economic outlook 


OTTAWA (CP)—Einance 
Minister Jean Chretien drew 
back from two of his eco¬ 
nomic predictions Wednes¬ 
da.v. saying Ihe country 
might fall short of Ihe t4-bil 
lion trade surplus and the 
four-per-cent growth rate he 
had been forecasting. 

He told an Impromptu news 
conference that jhe govern¬ 
ment planned no change in its 
economic policy, but there 
could be day-lcHiay modifica¬ 
tion In its tactics to defend 
Ihe dollar on world currency 
markets. He said such (jgxi- 
blllty was necessary to slay a 
few steps ahead of currency- 
traders and Inlemallonal 
speculators. 

Chretien said Ihe govern¬ 
ment .was concerned about 
Ihe low International value of 
Ihe Canadian dollar, but re¬ 
peated that no drastic 
move—such as exchange 
controls or seeking a loan 
from the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund—was being con¬ 
templated. 

He said he might be forced 
to revise his estimate of the 
government's cash requlre- 


menLs for the year. Chretien 
has promised the govern 
meni's year-end requirement 
will not exceed tl2 billion, but 
Dppositlon Leader Joe Clark 
has said the deficit might run 
as high as tHI billion 
Chretien defended the go\ - 
crnmrni'i use of $4.3 billion 
of Its official reserves so far 
this year to defend the Cana¬ 


dian dollar, saying people 
had the mistaken Impression 
that Ihe government was 
using up dollars from the 
treasury when it dipped into 
Its foreign reserves to buy up 
Canadian dollars abroad. 

"We aren't losing the 
money. We are only convert¬ 
ing it from one currency to 
another. " 


LIBERALS SLIDE 
4 POINTS IN POLL 

TORONTO (CPI) — Prime Minister Trudeau's Liberal 
government has last considerable voter support and now 
trails the Conservatives in all provinces but Quebec, a public 
opinion survey reported Wednesday. 

The Toronto-based Gallup organization said Liberal 
support In .September dropped four percentage points 
among decided voters, while the main opposition parlies 
picked up the Liberals' last points. 

According to Ihe poll. Ihe Liberals received 41 percent of 
Ihe vote, compared with 49 percent In Ihe August surve.s. 
The Conservatives — who have trailed the Liberals since 
May when they ran even — registered 3* percent, up three 
percent. The New Democratic Party look 17 percent, a rise 
of two percent.

"The state endeavors to 
protect Its citizens collec- 
livel.v. but often al the ex¬ 
pense of Ihe citizen's ab.solule 
freedom—a \er> difficult 
sacrifice to make. 

. . Future lawyers can¬ 
not remain indifferent to this 
situation, for It brings the 
very foundations of our so¬ 
ciety Into question." 

He said increasing num¬ 
bers of citizens found they 
had to contend with adminis¬ 
trative bodies 

"Unfortunately, whether or 
not justice Is actually dune 
before these boards and tri¬ 
bunals. Ihe appearance of 
justice is often missing be¬ 
cause apparent checks on the 
abuse of Ihe individual's civil 
rights are not as much In 
evidence as they are In crimi¬ 
nal proceedings." 

The result of such decisions 
might be as severe as sanc- 
liuns under Ihe Criminal 
Code, he said.

N-sub hiiackins plotted with missile threat 


ST. LOUIS (UPI) - The FBI Wednes 
day night announced Ihe arrest of two 
men on charges they conspired to steal 
a nuclear submarine from Ihe navy In a 
plot that Included Ihe possibility of fir¬ 
ing missiles at New London. Conn . during 
Ihe getaway. 

Roy Klager. special agent In charge of 
Ihe FBI office in St. Louis. Identified Ihe 
suspects as Edward J. Mendenhall. 24. a 
, life Insurance company employee from 
' Rochester, N'.V and Kurds J. Schmitt, 
a a-year-old carpel cleaner formerly from 
SI. Louis and now living tn Kansas City. 

Klager said a fugilive warrant was issued 
for a third suspect in Ihe case. James W. 
Cosgrove. 2$. at Ovid. N.Y. 


The F'BI said the three tnen were accused 
nf conspiring lo steal the navy submarine 
USS Trepang. ba.tpd al New London. 

The FBI refused lo say whether Ihe 
mis.sile that might have been launched 
during Ihe getaway would have been nuclear 
or conventional. However, the Trepang Is 
known lo be equipped with nuclear mis¬ 
siles. 

Klager said Mendenhall, Schmitt and 
Cosgrove met with an undercover FBI 
agent last month In New York 

"They explained their plan In train a 
12 -man crew lo steal ihe submarine . and 
take It to a dcalinallon in the Atlantic Ocean, 
where It would be turned over to a purchas¬ 
er." Klager said In a statement. 

Klager refused lo say who the prospective 


purchaser was or to Identify the purchaser's 
nationality 

In New Haven. Conn., the FBI said al least 
20 agents had been working on the case since 
August In SI. Louis, Washington and New 
Haven, as well as other FBI offices which 
developed leads. 

"The documentation was there for us to 
believe they were serious — more serious 
then we were when we first heard It." 
Bernard Feeney, the assistant special agent 
In charge of Connecticut o|)eralluns said 
Wednesday night. 

Could the plot have worked? "No." he 
said. 

"We had the coverage lo prevent oven 
action," Feeney said. "The FBI knew ihe 
identity and alened the appropHiie subma¬ 


rine I 

"We had a man close enough so he could 
work undercover." 

The FBI said Cosgrove gave Ihe un 
dorcover agent a wrilten plan which de¬ 
scribed an attempt lo board Ihe submarine 
from a another vessel. « 

"They Intended to use plastic explosives In 
sink (the vessel) in the New London harbor 
lo create confusion and block other vessels." 
Klager said. "They then would board the 
Tre(>ang. kill Ihe crew members on board 
and steam out of New London harbor " 

He said to create a diversion and In 
cover the flight, several alternatives were 
mentioned, "including firing one of the sub's 
missiles al New London or. alternatively, on 
one of several principal east quasi cities "

a killer, says doctor

Dr. Michael Cody, who wax 
called to the emergency room 
by Dr. Jacob Sturmwlnd on 
the evening of Sept. 17 to look 
at Galliano Giovanni Piccoli. 
72, laid Plccoli'i condition 
wax ••dexperale " when he 
fint law him. 


Piccoli required help with 
breathing and his heart rate 
was toe slow. Cody said 

“The chances of hli lurvlv- 
Ing this attack, and It was a 
large one according to the 
aulopev report. were 
slight." 

The autopsy report, read at 
the first hearing In the in¬ 
quest last week, noted that 
PiccoH was suffering from 
emphysema, bronchitis, obe¬ 
sity. hardening of the ar¬ 
teries. and a greatly enlarged 
heart. He had had a previous 
heart attack, and on this oc¬ 
casion a Mood clot had 
blocked one of the arteries 
deeding his heart 


Piccoli's low heart rate 
could have been caused by 
the massive dose of Xyio- 
calne, a common anaestbelic 
which Is also frequently used 
In heart attacks to restore 
normal heart rhythm. Cody 
said. Sturmwlnd had testified 
last efeek that he had given 
Piccoli what he thought was a 
dosage of 31 to 36 milligrams 
of Xylocaine to begin with, 
when heart monitors showed 
Piccoli had an abnormal 
heart beat, only to discover 
later that the syringe which 
he had partially injected con 
lained I.MO milligrams of 
Xylocaine. 10 limes the 
amount that Sturmwlnd 
thought it had 


As a result of the mix-up in 
syringes, caused by the fact 
that emergency room staff 
were not familiar with a new 
type of syringe, Piccoli was 
tfven a done of 300-360 mllli- 
graraa. about twice the re¬ 
commended dosage for a per¬ 
son of hit weight. 

While the dnage that Pic- 
‘coli was given was toxic 
enough to cause Piccoli to go 
Into convulsions, it was not 
ncces.iarily a lethal dose, and 
the very poor condition of 
PIccoH's heart may have 
been responsible for his ab¬ 
normally slow heart beat. 
Cody testified 

A search of medical liter¬ 
ature shows that several 
heart patients have inadver¬ 
tently been given up to 1.000 
milligrams of Xylocaine and 
survived, he said. 

In othew testimony at Wed¬ 
nesday's inquest, nurse Jean 
Haley appeared to contradict 
testimony given by Sturm- 
wind last week. Sturmwlnd 
had stated that he had asked 
for a lOO-mllligram syringe of 
Xylocaine to be injected as a 
“bolus," that it, all at once, 
to restore PIccoH's heart 
rhythm, and said Mrs. Haley 
had handed him the 1,000 mil¬ 
ligram Xylocaine injection, 
about a third of which, after 
some puulement over bow to 
use H. he bad injected into 
intravenous tubing. 

But Mrs. Haley said Wed¬ 
nesday night that she had 
never handed Sturmwlnd any 
syringes. She had taken two 
of Iba milligram sy 
rlngos frim a store of drugs, 
la respaOM to an urgent re¬ 
quest from bturmwind for 
"Xybeatae and a Xylocaine 
drip." jnpaaing. phe undpr- 
sAiod. a fabius of 1^1000160 Os 
w«ll at a solution of Xylo¬ 
caine to be bven through an 
Intravenous Mg. 

The t.Mt-miliigram .sy 
rlngos were to be inject^ 
into a bag of prepared Intra¬ 
venous sMudon. but she had 
trouble putting one of the sy¬ 
ringes together and went to 
ask her supenlsor, Mrs. 
Susan Drysdale. how to use 
it. After learning that the sy¬ 
ringe was to be used for dilu¬ 
tion only, Mrs. Haley said she 
headed back lo PIccoH's 
room, first stopping at a cup¬ 
board to gel a lOO-milligram 
bolus of -Vlocaine. 

When she got back to Pic¬ 
coli, Mrs. ^ley said, she 
found that Sturmwlnd had In¬ 
jected the other syringe 
which she had taken out of 
the cupboard Into the intrave 
nous tuMng. 

“I said this is ,lhe Xylo 
calne for direct 'injection. 
You've given the wrong 
medication.'" 

"He said 'Oh, no.' I turned 
and looked at Mr. PiccoH and 
saw that the pallrnt was gel¬ 
ling Into seiiure." 

Picoell was given an injec¬ 
tion of Vallum to control his 
convulsions, but attempts by 
physicians to resuscitate 
him. including Implantation 
of an emergency pacemaker, 
failed, and be was declared 
dead at about lb:43 p.m., less 
than two hours after entering 
the hospital. 

The inquest wiU resume on 
Oct. II, at 7M. at which 
lime pathologist Dr. Jack 
Coltrell will discuss results of 
posthumous blood tests con¬ 
ducted by a Vancouver la 
boralory.

Letter from Curtis 
termed hypocrisy 


A letter from municipal af 
fairs minister Hugh Curtis to 
the Capital Region was 
branded "hypocrisy" Wed¬ 
nesday by CRD chairman 
Jim Campbell. 

The letter asked that until 
a regional district review 
commlttre has reported, the 
region approach "any major 
prospecUve staffing or 
spending commitments with 
the utmost caution." 

Curtis also said that in light 
of the Impending report the 
“provincial government has 
carefully refrained from tak¬ 
ing any action lo prejudice 
Ihe current review or materi¬ 
ally to change the level of 
re^onal district activity or 
responsibility.''

“It's popular to kick re 
giooal dlslriiis and the min¬ 
ister la hoppping onto a band¬ 
wagon." 

Campbell said later that 
the minister's decision to 
make regional districts re¬ 
sponsible for transportation 
“unquestionably" will lead 
10 increases in staff. 

The region is going to have 
to negotiate operation con¬ 
tracts. establishing levels of 
sen-ice and fares, and that 
Kill mean having staff that 
understands the economics 
of a transportation system 

If we had staff on hand 


right now to do this we would 
be over-staffed," said Camp¬ 
bell. 

"We are going lo have lo 
determine Ihe particular 
ptoMems of this system here 


so that we don't have to lake 
B.C. Hydro's word for It, but 
ran negotiate a proper con¬ 
tract. If we don't do that we 
certainly won't be sen-ing 
our constituents properly."

Meeting discussed firing 

Council warned 
against talking

Victoria Mayor .Michael Young threatened last Wed¬ 
nesday that he would disclose the entire proceedings of a 
secret meeting if any of the aldermen talked to the press 
about detaliv of that meeting 

The meeting in question was a special gathering of 
city council in the mayor's office at which it was decided 
lo fire the city's personnel director Terry FiuPatrick. 

Young swore his council to secrecy warning them also 
that Ihe city mMt be facing a massive law suit from Fiu¬ 
Patrick If details of Ihe iiMeling were discussed In the 
press. 

Nsllher Ihe mayor, nor the aldermen would say who 
voted against the motion to dismiss FluPairick after 31 
years of sorv-ice, 26 of them with the personnel depart¬ 
ment. 

Aldnrmen Larry Ryan and Robin Blencoc voted against 
the motion. ' 

It was also learned that any attempts by some aldermen 
to find alternatives, such as a lateral promotion which 
would enable FiUPatrlck to serve out his last five years, 
were met with strict refusal by the majority of council. 

It was further learned that the majority of council was 
of the opinion that no senior staff member should feel en¬ 
titled U) job security. Anyone accepting a higher, non-union 
position In management, the majority felt, should know 
the risk involved. 

FiuPatrick met with his lawyer Wednesday morning, 
but said later In Ihe day he would take no specific action 
until he was officially dismissed by resolution at the 
next regular council meeting. Oct. 12. 

FiuPatrick said there was a good chance he would com¬ 
mence legal action against the city for wrongful dismis¬ 
sal. 

He was (dven until this morning to clear out bis desk 
and vacate bis office at city hall. 

Wednesday tflernoon, asaUUnt city manager Colin 
Crisp informed him that be could no longer sign letters. That 
morning, he had signed two letters whitm were typed 
Tuesday when he was still In his position. 

FluPatrick's dismissal came after Vancouver man- 
agemeqt consultant Gordon Newhouse completed an effi¬ 
ciency study Into the personnel department. His written 
report Is expected to be submitted to city council short¬ 
ly- 

Newhouse also did the study which resulted In the 
disbanding of the city clerk's department and lu eventual 
merger with the city manager's office. 

Newhouse's latest assignment In Greater Victoria was 
a study of the Oak Bay fire department which resulted In 
Ihe reductioa of that municipality's firefighting force by 
four men. 

When the mayor announced FluPatrick's dismissal, he 
loM reporters that a settlement would be worked out 
between FiuPatrick and managemenl. but be refused 
lo mentlaa a figure.

A combination of disen¬ 
chantment over council Inac¬ 
tion and the abuse being 
heaped upon elected officiala, 
are the main reasons why 
Saanich Aid. David Paterson 
is considering resigning his 
seal with 14 months of his 
two-year term still remain¬ 
ing. 

PATERSON. THE central 
figure in a controversy over 
council's approval of the con¬ 
tentious Minnie Mountain 
bousing scheme, said in an 
interview Tuesday the' Issue 
is affecting his family and his 
family life, “and 1 don't know 
whether 1 any longer have the 
time to devote to council." 

Council has asked the ex¬ 
ecutive of the B.C. Law So¬ 
ciety to recommend a lawyer 
who will advise whether 
there was a possible conflict 
of Interest in the public hear¬ 
ing when aldermen approved 
the development propoMi by 
a 6-4 mirgin. 

DURING THE hearing. 
Aid. John Mika asked wheth¬ 
er there was any conflict of 
interest involving Peterson. 

"The current controversy 
has already- seriously affect¬ 
ed my integrity as an aider- 
man and even if Ihe Indepen¬ 
dent legal opinion 
subsequently refutes the 
charge, my repuleliou In Ihe 
community will remain taint¬ 
ed to some degree," Paterson 
saM. 

"Win, lose or draw there 
will be a black cloud hanging 
over my held forever," he 
said.

Paterson said In Ihe last 
few months he has become 
Increasingly disenchanted 
with the ways things have 
evolved al the council level.
